JN this Hifiory I froptfe t9 ght my 
•^ Readers, a genuine Account of the late 
Rebellion, as it occurr*d to me from ec- 
cular Demonfiraiion \ for as I had the 
honour to he a Volunteer under his Royal 
Highttefs the Duke of Cumberland ; fi I 
took ail Opportunities of writing a Jour- 
nal \ which contains the moji material' 
Things that happened during that 'Period \ 
and thofe Circumfiances that did not fall 
dire^ly under my Obfervation^ I have 
taken Care to collet from the mofi- au- 
thentic Accounts I could procure. It is 
through want of Care in this Tarticulary 
that in many ancient y' and in fome modern 
Hiftoriesy ite arefo much at a Lofs about 
the Dates and Circumfiances relating 
A 3 even 
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even to the mo(l remarkMhk Ewnts\ and 
in thefe a firib Regard ought to be paid 
to Jo memorable^ as welt as melancholj a 
Series'ofTrof^a^bns as (his Hifiory con^ 
tains ; carried on by a Set of Men whqfe 
defperate Fortunes^ andiMreafonable Tre* 
judices^ made them fit Inftruments for our 
common Enemy to work upon^ delude^ and 
at lafi engage to join them in dt^rejjing 
the Nation^ endeavouring to depoje the 
Ki NOy and fit on the Throne of thefe 
Realms^ an atfured Vttttndt^t ; bred up 
tmd inftruSied in Topifi) Saper/Htkm^ and 
Arbitrary Principles ; to the utter Sub^ 
"verfim of our Religi^n^ our Laws^ our 
-Libert ies and T roper ti^s ; the very Name 
where9fy had fheyfuccee4Ud^ had been ex^ 
tind ;' — — for France, to def^n^ and do 
their utrmH to ejfe^ aU this Mtfchief^ had 
been no fVonder j - — but^ that any cf 
our FeUow^SubjiSis^ and Troteftants^ 
(who could not be ignorant or it^enfibleof 
the cruel Spirit of 'Popery ^ and intolerable 
Joke of Dtfpotic ^Po^JifOr ; and haa tafted 
ths Sweets of L$berty ; and (hared all the 
Advantages of a mild and legal Govern^ 
went \) Jhould bjfuch Trailors to their 

Country^ 
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QMutry^ as to affift the common Enemy in 
enftaPjing and bnngivg it under a foreign 
Jurifdiiiiony is Matter of IPonder \ and 
what can fear ce keptTiralcirdin Hift&ry. 

The^ Rarha^idfis indeed that overmfun 
ymr Country y^'jie. e like the aitti nt Goths, 
intreftd^ i/Otdj and darings iuur*d to 
har a/hips atid hatighcs fn-m their In^ 
fancy ; and 'sZ hat is (till more^ hcadea by 
Men oj desperate lortunes^ to "-juhom tijey 
paid an implicit Obedicixe ; but^ that 
theyy who iz-cre fo fmall a Nnr^bcr^ and 
feme of them unarm*d^ (hoiild fenetratefo 
far into this Kingdom^ is i^iha-t fittnre 
AgeSy when they read of ity w'ttt hold in 
Deri/ion : However^ if it is confider^d^ 
that at that lime^ the Nation was defii^ 
lute of its chief Defence ^ our Troops ^ with 
thsir brave Commander^ being then ^- 
broad\ a Rebellion ^^//^Invafion had been 
long taught out of Countenance by the fu^ 
ferior Impudence of the Jacobites, nay 
even many of his Maje fly's befi Friends ^ 
fomo of high Dignity y were fallen into a 
Lethargy ef Disbelief as to that Monfter 
Rebellion evir appearing amoftg us ; our

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Nation ftot only undtfcipUn^d as to Arms^ 
but through a long Teace and great Tien- 
ty^ undifc'tflin'd as to tl e more noble Ex^ 
ercips of the Mind ^ Sobnety^ Temperance^ 
true Virtue and 'Fublick spirit j Urn in 
Tieces by Ambition and faction among 
the ^r eat ^ and in all Degrees of Life^ by 
an Abvje of the rnojl extcnjlve Liberty y 
and be ft Government' evcr Teople were 
blefs*d with : When we conftder that ma^- 
ny Jacobites had been lavi/h of Tromifes 
to the Scots Rebels^ who repaid the de^ 
ludedj unthinking Englifli, who joined 
them^ by forcing them tofiay at Carlifle, 
where the Confequence muft be that Mar- 
ty rdom which they boafted of when they 
found it unavoidable : Add to thisy that 
the French, our inveterate Enemy ^ re-- 
markable for Deceit y Terfidioufnefs and 
every Art of Political ViUamy even when 
meditating againfi us folemnly denying /V, 
and forming an Expectation of finifbing 
their Conquefl of Flanders when our brave 
droops were drawn thence \ when thefe 
Things are conjider^d our Wonder infome 
Degree ceafes. But if you would conti^ 
nue to deferve the Nam ^Britons, unite 

in 
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inibevigorons Defence of yeftr tt^tkn 
and your Country. Be ifot avm^d wil^ 
^Party^ Names ^ nor let any Diffinffhm 
for the futute JnhJiJI atnonj^ uSj iui ihat 
of fuih as are^ or are not friends t& cur 
Kin^y our Conntr^y and the Troteftant 
Feltpon^ and Enemies to France and 
Slavery y Tofery and Bigottry :^ for iff 
Proportion as we are good Suijeifs and 
truly virtuous y we JhaU recover Mir 
former Honour^ and ^et become a Scour'ga 
to France.

To conclude y I have taken Care through 
the 12, hole of my Hifioryy to relate Fa^s 
with thegreateji TerfficuityandExaSt-^ 
fiefs y and will only addy that when the 
Nation kcame rouz.*d from its Letloargyy,

5 S foon as a War 
broke out upon the 
Continent, the Ir jh 
and Uots Partizans of 
the thevulier^ at the 
Court of Madrid, jadgi* , 
ed it a fit Opportunity 
to put their Scheme of Rebellion into 
Prafticc, and propofed an Invafion both 
in Ireland and Scotland^ pretending they 
had very clear and good Proofs, of a 
ftrong Spirit of difcontent, working in 
both Countries i fo that with a fniall 
foreign 




foreign Force a Revolution might witi 
Probability of Succefs be attemptecL 
This was very well received at R^/me^ 
the cldeft Son of the Chcvi/hr de St. 
George having ftudied for fome years^ 
every thing he thought r.quifitc, to 
qualify himfelf for an Expedition of thi« 
Nature, But perhaps it had not taken 
EfFtft fo loon, if his future Secretary 
Air. Murray had not reported to him, 
that it was caly to raife the Clans, if he 
could be fure of any Ailiftance froai 
f ranee. At this very Time the ^p.a-^ 
niards were employed, in driving, the 
Irerxh into a War d':clared againft us ; 
^nd Cardmal Aquavivayhtlnj^ let into 
the Secrers of the Chevalier's Intctli^ 
gence^ undertook that hil^Catholic Ma- 
jefty Ihculd make a Point of this like- 
wife, arid oblige France to take a part 
in this Scheme, and grant Prince Ed-^ 
ward inch Succours as might appear re- 
quilite for carrying his intended Invafion 
into immediate Execution. But upon 
Application to the Court oiVerjciUes^ 
many Difficulties arofe ^ for levjeral of 
the Fremb Minifters being perfwaded 

they 
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they had already more upon their Hanif 
than they could well manage, vehe- 
mently oppofed adding a new and cx- 
pencive Projed, to thofc with which, 
they were perplexed before. But there 
were three Pcrfons in in the Council of 
that Kingdom determined to fupport this 
Difpofition from very different Motive?, 
who, though they did not avo>y it pub- 
lickly, were however determined to bring 
it about. Cardinal 7>»r/» owed his Hat 
to the Chevalier, and was ial ways his de- 
clared Fartizan ^ M. de Saxe had an irre- 
concilable and hereditary Hatred, to be 
gratified by this Meafure ; and M. dc 
Eelki/le judged it agreeable to his gene- 
ral Syftem, the Bafis of which was, that 
the more his Majefty's Aflairs were em- 
broil'd, the more ncceflary his Services 
would be, and the more, conlequently, 
himlclf and his Family confider'd. But 
though thcfe great Men concurred in the 
Defign, they would none of them ven- 
ture propofing to invite the Chevalier or 
cither of his Sons into trance^ but re- 
folved to procure tl at Step being taken 
without Formalitv, by the Interpofition 
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of Cirdinal Aquaviva^ that they migHt 
afterwards be able to difavow it. 

Accordingly this Method was takeii^ 
and Cardinal jiquaviva follicited the 
Cheyaiiet to confent to his cldcft S0ri^ 
fetting out, even before a formal Invitsi* 
tion came from Taris ; for he wa» la- 
tisfied^ that notwithftanding any Appie^ 
aranceS) the great Men at the Cburt 
might waver, they would be very glad 
to fee and affift the young Man, Mf^ho. oh 
his Side, was lo defirous of fticwing him- 
felf, and fo confident of Succefi, that he 
never left teaa^ing his Father, whbfc Ex- 
perience made him leis ianguine^ 'till he / 
obtained his Content; but this was not 
till he had certain Advice from France ^ 
that they were meditating an Invafion 6a 
Engiandy which was in the Winter of 
1743, and thea he entered on the necct- 
fary Preparations It was the Month of 
February y 1 744, before every Thing was 
ready, and the neceflary Remittances fix- 
ed, in cafe he ihould think proper to ad 
upon his own Plan of going into Scot^ 
land^ inftead ol landing with the French 

Troops 
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Trcopg, who were on the Point of em- 
barking when he left Rome The Man- 
ner of his Departure^ which v/as entirely 
in the Italian Strain, and his Journey to 
Geno,^^ where he took up fbme Bills of 
Exchange, which were duly paid, made 
a fine Piece in Italian^ which was pre- 
Tented to all the Friends of the Family 
at Rame^ 

On his Arrival at Tans he was very 
coldly received, more efpecially by the 
iNJiniilry ; and the King feemcd a little 
furprized at the abriiptnefs of his Appe- 
arance. But hotwithftanding this, feme 
of the Miniftcrs and the Relations of his 
Family velcomcd him in another Man- 
ner, and perfuaded him to go and Parade 
at Dunkirk^ where they were ftill cary- 
ihg on the Farce of an In vafion, in which 
he was brought to aft his Part, but not 
without Reluftancy. This threw hin; 
in lome Mealure out with the Court, 
and he was left to mind his own Scheme 
and Projeds, without gny apparent Coun- 
tenance all the next Winter* 

B r^ By 
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By this kind of Managment, he fp^ 
his own little Party into,Fadion», ^ 
were as warm in their Debates^ as furio 
in their Contefts, and as much foured 
their Opinions, by thefc different Sent 
ments about the Meafureshe was to tak 
as if that all their Projefts had not b^ 
alike empty and chimerical Thole vvl 
followed him from Rome were abfolutel 
moulded by his Inclinations; they we 
perfed Courtiers, had nothing to lofe t> 
their Lives ; and by haying experieiib 
a long Scene of Misibrtunes, were grov 
in iome meafure carelefs about thei 
They magnified the Projeft, extolled tl 
Courage, and hoped mighty Things fro 
the Fortune of their Chief; his vc 
Perfon was an Army, and his Prefen 
fofficient to make a whole Nation revo 
The old Cavaliers, who had remained loi 
in Fxile in France^ and were heart! 
weary of the Ulage they had met wit 
ran very eafily into the fame way 
thinking, and wete eager for entering n 
on Adion. But the wifeft Heads, ai 
greateft Men among them, were in Se 
timcnts dircdly oppofite ; they laid, i 

oug 
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ought well to confidcr his firft Expediti* 
on, for if he failed in that, it would ne- 
rer be in his power to make another j 
they laid, that risking his Pcrfon wa^ no- 
thing in Comparrilon of risking his 
Ftjcnds; and that every Meafure he 
took towards railing an unfuccefsful Re- 
beUion, was a Step in &vour ofh!s Ene- 
mies. The latter Party were fo much 
in earned, that they applied to the 
trench Court to defire they would infer- 
pofe, and received a Promife to that e& 
itA : fiut the French Miniflers were well 
picaled to fee Things take this Turn^ 
hoping he would make a defperate At- 
tempt himfelf, at much lels Expence theo 
if abetted by them \ perfuaded, that 
lihether fuccefsful or not, he would do 
their Bufinefs, and create a Diflurbance 
in Britain as might affed cur publick 
Credit. 

In publick therefore, and even under 
their Hands they oppolcd and difcountc- 
nanccd his Scheme lor an Invafion, but 
privately applauded it, ?ni exprcifed a 
vaft Confidence in the hcioicfc Dilpofiti- 
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r i8 ; 

on of the young P. and made no Icruple 
of faying, that by ventering upon fuch 
an Exploit he would furprize his Friends, 
amaze and confound his Enemies^ and put 
the King and his Minifters under a Necef- 
fity of owning, afOfting and fupporting 
him for ever. This they managed, cheat- 
cd and betrayed both Parties. 

The Arrival of the Pretender's Son in 
France^ could not but give great Rcalbn 
to fufpe^ that ^om thing was meditating 
tliere in his Favour, nor was it long be* 
ibre there was evident Signs of an intend* 
ed Invafion, though, as I have fhewQ 
the trench Court pretended to have no 
Knowledge of the young Chevalier's jour- 
riey; and it was even fuggefted by the 
French Party in HoUandy that M. dc -4- 
mefot was removed and difgraccd, for 
having given the young Adventurer thole 
Hop'^s, which drew him into France. 

However in the Summer of the Year 
1745. it was known thatlomc Preparati- 
ons were privately making for an Expe- 
dition in Favourof the Pretender i and for 

that 
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that Pdrpofe, an Officer in the french Na- 
vy raifed a Company of one hundred Men, 
under Pretence that they were for the 
Eajt'lndia Company's Service, which 
were fill- (irajjins de Mary and were 
Handfomcly cloathed in Blue faced with 
Red ; (who we have fince had the Pleafure 
of leeing Prifoners of War at Tenrith and 
Carli/U :) They were put on board a Fri- 
gate carrying eighteen Gunsj and every 
Thing being now ready, the young De- 
imty Pretender came privately from the 
Houfe of the Duke de Fttz^JameSy to 
Port La^are in Britany^ where on the 
'i4th of July he embarked with about fif- 
' ty Scotch and Iri/by in order to have failed 
I round Ireland^ and to land in the North- 
i '^c^ of Scot land : This Frigate of his 
was joined of Belle-Ifle by the Eliza- 
' bethy a Man of War of fixty Guns, taken 
i from us by the French in the laft War, 
'; and now extremely well mann'd for this 
Service. In their Paffage they fell in 
I ^ith a Fleet of Englijh Merchant-men, 
' under the Convoy ot three Men of War, 
' one of which, viz the Lyon Captain Brett ^ 
engaged the Elizabeth for nine Hours j

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but ibon after the Engagement began 
Frigate bore away, and continued he 
tended Voyage. 1 he Elizabeth^ w 
Night came on,madcall the Sail fhe co 
got clear, and returned to Brefl ouite < 
bled, having her Captain and nxty- 
Men killed, and one hundred and x\{ 
wounded. She had on board a large j! 
of Money, and Arms For feveial thou: 
Mer^, which were to have been lar 
with the Pretender, \ok the Uie of 
Adherents. 

As for the Frigate before-mentioi

tendants in the llle of Sky ^ where he 
inained in private for fome Time^ at

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As the Camerons were the moft di£^ 
tinguifiicd Clan in the Rebel Army, and 
of 'which the celebrated Mila JMny 19' m 
Branch, I thought it might not be itnpro- 
■pcr to give the following Account of

TH E Clan of the Camerons is vtij 
numeious in Scotland: The pre- 
fent Locbiel^ Chief of that Name, pre- 
tends to be lineally defcended from 
Hugh the firft of that Family, which i$ 
ef about 700 Years ftandirig. There has 
been a conftant Succeflion of Greiat 
Men, down from the ftid Sir Hu^hy tO' 
tiie prcftnt Lochiely fimous in the late 
Rebellion. The Revenue of the Eftate 
18 about 500 /. per Annum, excliifivc of 
the Wood there is now on it. Some of 
the Merchants of Whitehaven have of 
late had large Dealings with young 
Lacbiel for 1 imber. 
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The prefcnt Sir Hugh Camerom h> 
▼ing refidcd long in France and Rmc^ is 
ftrongly attached to the Houfe of 
St MM 1 1 He came over with the Preteo* 
dcr in 1715, and went back again with 
him to trance. When the late Rebet 
lion broke out in 17J5, he embarked 
with the Chevalier in his Expedition 
igainft Sc9tlaed\ where, tho' he was 
eighty Tears of Age, he behaved wiA 
furpriung adivity : As for young Lecbkl 
he m^as never abroad with his Father, 
but lived quietly at Home upon htt 
Kftate \ and it is iuppofed he knew no- 
thwig of the intended Invafioa till after 
the young Pretender landed in Scotland^ 
when he received a Summons to raife 
the Clan and come at their Head and 
ji^in the Standard. But young Locbiet 
m>t liking to meddle in lo dangerous an 
Affair delayM it for the Space of fix 
Wccks^ tho' the Pretender and his Fa- 
ther were all thit Time at the Houle 
of M'l>emald of KimUch Meidart. At 
laft the young Deputy Pretender came 
to ^cknacary^ with about fifty Perfbns 
ui his Retinue, together with old Sir 

Hugh 
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Hugh Cameron i on their A i rival the 
lid Gentleman immediatly (hewed him- 
fclf to bis Cian^ who were ovcrjoy'd to 
fee their old Chief amongft tAem again ; 
the Son had nothing Icfc him but to o- 
bey bis Father's Command like his other 
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The Clan oi the Camerons arc about 
8oa fighting Men ; there arc but few 
Gentlemen of the Name fettled in Scot^ 
lamdy tho' there is a confiderable NuniK 
her of them in the Service oi France and 
hi^mn. The chief Branch of this Fa- 
mily was Mr Crmeron of Glcndjf^r% 
Father of the celebrated Mil's Jenny. 
The Eftate of GlendeJJiry does not ex- 
ceed iio7. per Annum, yet he can raifc 
very near as many Men as his Chief. 

yirCatneron was a Gentleman of good 
PartS) and bore a good Charafterin hi& 
Neighbourhood : He beftowed a h'be- 
lal Education upon all his Children, but 
icemed lavifli in his Ex pence upon Mils 
Jenny y who was his Favourite j but out 
of miftaken Tendemeis for her^ was fo 

long 
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long before he would put her under the 
Reitraint which her Education required^ 
that fome Paflions were fuffercd to take 
lb deep Root in her Mind, that neither 
Time, Care nor Expence could after- 
wards eradicate. Now Mils mufi pre^ 
pare to go to Edinburgh for her tducfl- 
tion ; where flie was put under the Tu- 
ition of an Au"^ ^^ Lo'hiel\ an old 
lady of great Erudcnceand ftrid VirSoc. 

When Mifs Jenny came to her Aunt 
at Edinburgh^ flie was a wild, unculti- 
rated Hfndon^v^ho did not want Senfe^ 
and had a furprjzing ready Wit, which ' 
was buried in a violent paflionate Tern* 
per, impatient to the laft Degree oiF 
Contradiftion \ but the Regard her Aunt J 
had for the Family made her undertake ■ 
the taming her : By the help of gaudf f 
Apparel and fome Trifles that fhc had 
not been accuftomed to in the Highlandtf 
flie was kept within. Bounds for lome- 
Days, and prevailed on to keep withitl 
Doors J but foon grew fo turbulent, that

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Before I conclude this jun fortunate Af- 
fair, I will only obferve-, that notwith- 
ftanding our Soldiers were ftruck with 
fuch a Fannick as occafioncd them toad 
beneath the Dignity of the Caufe ia 
which they were engaged ; yet it is u- 
niverlally allowed, that all their OfEcers 
did their Puty, and well lupported the 
Honour of that Chaca^ler due tO: true 
Britons : In particular, it will be doing 
Jult'ce to the Merit of the brave Colonel 
Gardiner J to fay, that he did all that 
could be es^peded fiotn the rnoft gallaat 
asd.cxpericnc'cj Officer to rally bis Djrtap 
goops } bi^t, finding hif utmoft Efforts in 
vain J and feeing an Officer who com- 
manded the Footfall, the Colonel immc- 
diately difpiounted and Inatch'd up. a 
lialf-Pike, t^ndtpofc upon Wmth^ Com* 
mand- of the Foot, at .whole Head he 
fought till he was brought down by three 
Wounds, one in his Shoulder by a Ball, 
another in his Forehead by. a Broad 
Sword, and th? third, which.Xvasbis mor- 
tal Strofc?, jn the hiodcf Part of hia 
Head, by t Lochdbex'K%'^ this Wound 
was given him by a Highlander who

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ame behind hioi, while he was reacbingr ^ 
I Stroke at an OfEcer with whom he 
was engaged ; he is regretted not only 
by his Friends, and thofe of the prclent 
Government, but eren by thofe againit 
whom he fought, who agree with all o* 
theis in acknowledging, that he finifhed 
& worthy and examplary Life, with a 
moft honourable and heroic Death ^ for 
he very eafily might have cfcapcd v/ith 
the reft, if like them, be would have de-» 
Icrted his Duty. He was decently in- 
terred on Thurjdayj Sept- 24, in the Pari(h 
Church of Tranent^ where eight of his 
Children lie : The fatal Aftion happened 
aJmoft by the Walls of his own Seat at 
Bankton ; his Lady and eldefl: Daughter 
at that Time, had been left by him at 
Sterling Caftle.

The "Pretender l^j ^Si Tinkey^Houfe 
the Night after the Battle^ and the next 
Day returned to Uoly^reod^Hwj^. That 
Day they carried their mock Prince from 
the V^hct ci Hohrifod'Houfe to the high 
Crofs; where they proclaimed his Father 
a fecond Time King^ and him Regent^ 

with 
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with great Formality ; although few or 
none of the Inhabitants of any Credit • 
attended the Ceremony, 

The King's Heralds being compelled 
to it, perform'd this Office, atter which 
they were obliged to read a Manifefto^ 
which promifed much more than the 
Scots believed would be made good. The 
lame Day wasifTued a Proclamation, com* 
manding all within the City and ^twelve 
M iles round who had any Arms, to brine 
them in, and deliver them ^t HolyiO^J^ 
HmUe\ and all srj^ tad any Hoiies c| 
his Majefiy's Dragoons to lend them to 
the Camp at Didilione^ under P^in of mi- 
litary Execution. The next Day ano* 
ther Proclamation was read at the publick 
Crofs, by which all who had taken Armi| 
Clergy or others, were declared Rebels, 
if in lb many Days they did not make 
their Submiflion ^ which occafioned all 
the Clergy to dcfert the City, and was 
the true Realbn of divine Service being 
fufpended, during the time it was pofTd- 
fed by the Rebels; notwithftanding Mr 
J^eal M'l^fcar continued to perlorra di- 
vine 
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Vine Service as ulual: On which the 
Treiender fent to him, requiring that he 
ihould pray for him, and forbid him to 
mention King George in his Prayers ; yet 
Mr M'Vicar prayed for the Royal Fami- 
ly as ufaal, but in mentioning his Majef^ 
ty^ he faid, Blefs the Kingy theu knows 
what King I mean ; may the Cr&wn *fit 
kng eafy on his Heady ^c. And for ibis 
Man that is come among ft us to jeek an 
earthly Crown : We bejeech thee in Mer^ 
'cy to take him tc thyjelf atfd give him a 
iCrotvn of Glory. At this Time the Re- 
:bcls had taken Pofleilion of the Cuftom« 
Houfe of Leitby in which were Sciflars to 
a great Value, which they fold to the 
Smuglcrs, from whom they had been ta- 
ken, and to none elfe, for one third Part 
of the known Value. 

The Tretender demanded of the City 
of Edinburgh 6000 Pair of Shoes, aooo 
Targets, and 1000 Tents to be made 
with all Expedition, to be paid when the 
Troubles were ovei.

He then publiihed fcveral Dcclarati* 
ons to recal all Gentlemen and Tradcf- i 
men who had ^fit the Town,* to their 
HoufcK and Occupations therein ; • to Or* 
der all Farmers and Husbartdjlien to 'rt4 
pair to the Markets zb lilual; to ^ Conn, 
mand all Countiymen within the Neigh^ 1 
bourhood of Edinburgh^ to be ready at j 
twelve Hours warning, with Carrjagesia 
Proportion to their Ploughs, for the Cod-. 
veyancc of Equipage, &C. 

The next lAft of his mock Govern- 
ment was, to order all the Receivers of 
publick Offices, Stewards of Counties, 
Burroughs, &c. to make up their Ac- 
counts immediatelv. and to pay him 
the ' Ballance that remained in their 
Hands. 

He levied a Contribution of aoooiLoQ 
the Earl of Hopton bcfides his ufiial 
Land-Tax ; feiz'd on the lark Buildings 
Eftate, formerly the Earl of Wintouifi^ 
and made the Tenants pay half a Crown 
in the Pound of their Rent- 
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A Proclafnation was iflbed fbftbeCiti' 
lens to withdraw the Caih, or Money 
Banks from the Caftle, and carry on 
their Bufinefs as ufual ; but they being 
difregarded, another immediately follow- 
ed; forbidding the farnifiiing theCaftle 
widi Frovifion on pain cf Death: In an- 
fwer to which. General Gnejl gave the 
Citizens to uhderftand that he would 
lay the Town in Afhes, to clear a PaC- 
%e for the receiving Supplies, and ad* 
vifed them to provide for their pcrlonal 
Safety by the next Morning. 

The Rebels having placed Guards at 
all the Avenues leading to the Gaftle, 
began to fire upon it, but were foon fi* 
lenc'd by the Garrifon. General GWy?'s 
Threats occafioned the Chief of the City 
to apply to the Tretenderj to take a pro- 
per Method to prevent the threatened 
Ruin, he wrote to the Governor cf the 
Cattle, and a Truce was concluded for fix 
Days: During which time the Cattle 
was fuffered to receive Provifions from 
the City and Country ; which Space be- 
ing elapfed, the Fire begun on both Sides 

F with 
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with greater Fury : During this Interralj 
the Rebels not liking to lie idle^ divided 
themfelves into Imail Parries, and went 
fevcral Ways into the Country, pilfering 
and ftealing all they could Uy Hands on. 
A large Party of them got to Lord &• 
merviHe's Hoofe, and had began to' plun- 
der it, but the Alarm Bell being rung^ 
a great Number of Colliers came out 
of the Coal . Pits, attacked the Rebels, 
killed fome of them, and took others 
Prifoners, whom they carried* with them 
into the Pits: Another Party went to 
the Earl oi Stair'^^ where they pillaged 
the Houfe and carr'ed off all the Cattle. 
Six of them one Night broke into a 
Houfe (the Gentleman's Name I forgot) 
near Kerntouloch^ fix Miles from Edin^ 
btirgh^ a very mortified Gentleman, re- 
markable for his great Charity, Piety and 
Abftemious Life, who lay every Night 
in his Coffin and Winding Sheet: The 
liv^hlanders having fccured what Arms 
was in the Houfe, ftt a Guard on the 
S<.rvar.rs, j^nd picked up all the Plate 
and l/mnen they thought they could 
carry off. The Chamber where Mr — 

lay, 
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2ly^ was without Furniture, and the laft 
hey vifited as they were going off, hav- 
ng locked the Servants in a Room, fee- 
ing the CoflSin, they concluded a Corpfe 
was incloled in it, and that it might have 
a good Winding Sheet, thought it would 
be a pitty to leave it behind them'; they 
therefore, with a Defign of taking what 
the dead Man would never mifs, removed 
the Lid of the Coffin ; on which Mr 
iM..*«... raifcd himlelf up, they were 
ftrack with fuch a Panic, thinking the 
Devil had taken Pofleffion of the Corp^^ 
and that he would have them next* thai 
they all took to their Heels, and Mr ~— 
running after them to the Door, at their 
lulhing out, faftened it upon them, tho' 
the Precaution was needlefs^ for. they 
fearing the Devil wouli take tfie hinder- 
moft never looked behind them, or flack- 
cned their Pace till ought of Sight of the 
Houle ; their Terror was fo great that 
they left all their Plunder behind, and 
Mr — -- loft no individual Thing.

made Prifoners at the Battle ot Glaidf 
muir^ on their Petition were let at Li- 
berty by the Rebels, on fwearing not to 
carry Arms again ft the C^hevalkr, A- 
bout this Time aoo more of our Soldicrs» 
who had been taken Priibners at the 
laipe Place made their Efcape, and join- 
ed thofe under the Command of General 
Blak^neyy at Stirling Caftle* 

On the 30th they lent out Parties to 
Haddington and Dumbar^ and began a« 
gain to take their Mealures for cutting 
ojGf the Communication 0btween the Cat- 
tle of Edinburgh and the City ; which 
confidering they had no heavy Artillery 
was a wild Attempt.

left the City, and flying for Safety to 

Le'ith^ met in their Way the Inhabitants 

ofrhat'Town flying for Shelter to Edin^ 

burgh \ for the Rebels being in Poflcffion 

"^{Leith^ and prohibiting Provifions being 

:arried to the Fox Man of War lying in 

:he Road^ file fired lurioufly upon that 

Town, lo that the diftrefled Citizens and 

Townfmen knew not where to find Re- 

iige. 

The Rebels having erected a Battery 
igainft the North-Weil Side of the Caf^

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tic near Mr M^Vicar^s Church (who made 
the remarkable Prayer already taken 
Notice of) and fired from thence, but 
were foon filenc'd by thr Fiie from the* 
Caftle, which beat down a Houfe, where 
was Capt Tayhry a Shoe-maker, (who 
fcad promifed to prclent the Ttetender 
ynth the Keys of the Caftle) and feveral 
Mher Rebels; many of whom were kiD- 
€d, and thofc who clcaped, Camong whom 
was the laid Taylor) were taken by a Par- 
ty of the Garrifbn, who flung themlelves 
down with Ropes, and with the fame 
hoifted up their rrifoners : Thus the Cap- 
tain took Pofleflion of this Fortrels, tho' 
he could not find the Keys to make good 
his Promiie. The Rebels plotted fc ve- 
ra! Ways to furprizc the Caftle, and had 
©ncc almoft got it by treachery ; tor one 
of the Centinek had undertaken to betray 
it, but was luckily feix'd with his Ropes, 
Letter of Inftruftiorts, &Ec. about hrm; 
on which he was hang'd over the Wall, 
and afterwards none but Men of Chasac- 
ter were^poftcd within the Draw Bridge.

The City of Glafgrjt) was fumtiion'iJ 
a {econd Time, and 15,000/. demanded 
by Way of Contribution, but were con- 
ftrain'd to compound for 5000 Guineas, 
^which wasdireftly paid: Hoftilitics con-* 
tinued betwixt the Garrifon of the Caf- 
tic ^{Edinburgh and the Rebels till the 
Mbc 5tb in the Evening, when feveral 
^igules being beat down by the Artillc- 
ry,\ipd the Rebels having loft 20 Mci>, 
in an Attempt to drive Part of the Gar- 
rifon from the Caftle- Hill, the Communi- 
cation betwixt the Town and the Caftle 
wasreftored, and Hoftih'ties ceiled. On 
the 7th the Rebels demanded Half, a 
Crown in the Pound from the Landlords 
ol Houfes in Edtnbur^h^ and began to 
have lomc Thoughts of quitting the Place, 
finding the Fortrefs impregnable, both 
againft their Forces and French Bribery, 
which has been elleivhere lo perfuafive, 
that lome thought to be the moft fteady 
Patriots of their County, have fold their 
Faith and Honour lor Louis d'Ors. 

The Rebels one Night broke Into the 
Houle ol Mr jtskcy. an eminent Brewer, 

that 
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that IS a Quaker, -and one of my Ac* 
quaintance^ he has fince flicwed me thf 
Drawers which they broke, and robbed 
him of all the Money he had then in the 
Houfc, with feme linnen and other 
Things of Value : Upon which great In- 
juftice, the fair-dealing Quiker makes hii 
Application to their Prince, affuiing him. 
That Method he furjued would never 
Trofper^ to avf'szer his Expectation:^ for ^ 
faith he, our G£ e R G E takes only apart 
of our Money y but IhoUy even "d^/ickedlf 
takes all^ and thou tnay^Jl as well take 
my Lifey as take away the Trop that 
fupports it. Upon which Complaint the 
JHlighland PrincCi anfwcred, That hi 
("Mr Aske) was many Tears in Debt t§ 
the Revenue of his Father's Excije^ and 
it was but the proper Dues to pis Go^ 
vernment. 

On the 14th the Rebels received con- 
fiderable Reinforcements^ headed by old 

Gordon of Glenbucket^ Forbes , Lord

they lifcewife received from Abroad^ Sup- 
plies ot Ammunition^ Small Arms^ Field 

Pieces^ 
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Pieces, Military Stores, 8Cc There was 
CQe Mr £oyer came over at the lame 
Time, whoiH they were pleafed to digni- 
fy with the Title of Ambaffador : About 
the aoth a great Part of their Army 
roarched to Dalkeith^ to which Places 
tj^y removed their Field Pieces and Am- 
man tton, and having ereded a Battery 
at Allowa\y to fecure the PalTage of the 
iirthy they tranfported from Montn^s^ 
Simehivoy and other Places the Supplies 
they had received from Abroad. 

About the latter End of Oif^hr^ the 
mock Prince came to the Camp at DdU 
hitb^ where he had caufed the Palace 
belonging to the Duke of Buccleughy 
faid to be one of the moft magnificent 
Scats in Scotlandy^ to be fitted up for hi& 
Reception, where he fixed his Head Quar- 
ters, which lay convenient for fending 
Spies to fee what was doing in the North 
(rf England^ where he had but cool En-* 
co^ragemeat, fomc refufing to read hi's 
Letters, and feveral of his Emiffaries wcrQ 
fciz'd at Newcallle^ Bcrwkky Kc. But 
notwithftanding this, Meaiuies were ta-

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ken for marching Southwards, and happy 
was it for us, that they ftayyd fb loi^ 
with their Friends at Edinburi^b\ tor 
had the Rebels, flufli'd with Victory, fot 
low'd their Blow, whilft the Hearts 0^ 
his Majcfty's Subjects were dilmay'd 
General Cof^e's Defeat, and very few di:

I (hall venture my Life with 
Pieafure to promote his Majefty's Inte-

The Rebels having flept quietl 
Brampton for two Nights with full 
lies, lying: idle from all Adion, ex 
Feats of Rapine and Plunder, fori 
fpent thole Days in hunting and deft 
ing the Sheep of Lord G^r/z/'^'s Tenn; 
and bearing off the Country Peo 
Geefe and other Poultry. They 
fcized upon all the Horfes they c 
lay hold on, without any Queftion : 
ting either to Value or Property ; 
withftanding they declared their Dc 
was to redrefs Grievances, and coi 
Abufcs. 

On the i3tb the Rebels began ton 
back towards Carli/Ie^ (by what Ini 
tion I don^c pretend to fay) That 1 
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ing a Non-commiffioned Officer went 
)und the Walls, giving Orders that 
Dnc ftiould prcfumc tq fire except he 
iw fomcthing approach him, but no- 
ting appearing the Night was fpcnt in 
Kleocc. In the Mbrninjg ft was pcrceiv- 
iWe, that the Rebels h^d throwa up ^. 
Kmfidcrablc Entrenchipcnt upcfer 'the' 
Covert of a Thorn Hedge;,. about i^wp* 
Hondred Yards diftant from' the 'Wa\l oil 
the South-Eaft Side, on which the Fire, 
from, the Garrifon was renewed, but fhc. 
Rebels made no Return, only with thcL 
Bonnets, holding them' up on the 'Enc 
of their Spades, except one Mufqiiet thai 
Was fired from behind z Hay Stack* 
By this, and fome other Threats, the 
Town was fo intimidated, that in a Con- 
fultation, it was refolved to capitulate, 
H'hich they did on the 14th ^. a Deputa- 
tion was fent to the T ret e fide r at Bramf^ 
/iw, and the Town and CafUe was dc- 
Jhrered up on the 15th, I cannot pofi- 
tivcly lay what the Articles of Capitula- 
tion confilted of, but it appears, that the 
jaririfoil were not to march out with 
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the Honours of War, nor to caryr any 
Flecks of Caifnon with thenu 

On the 1 4th I was oa thq March with 
a. Party from H^bitehaveu^ intending to 
have thrown tjiem into the Town; but 
it having capitulated before I rcac;h'd it, 
prevented.m^ fliaiing the Fate with 
tbcqi, in taking th^ Oath not to fervca- 
gainft the Houfc of Stuart for a Tear 
and a Day« which, if impofcd, I fiiould 
have been unwilling to keep. We 
likewife had ient off fgveral Cart Loadi 
of Powder and Shot for the Ufc of; 
the Garrifon, which was faved frcia 
filing into the Hands of the Rebeli;. 
but they got all the Arms of the Inva- 
lids. Militia, and the Light^Horfc of the 
two CouAtieSf 

At this Time Whitehaven had railed, 
ten Companies of jo Men cach^ for the 
Defence of the Place, and raifed Breaft*'

ed, the next Point to be confi^ered-, wa!, 
how to dilpole of it; *id here thcfc 
mas a difFcfence of OpinJon : Many 
were for fortifying the- Town, and effl- 
ploying thefe Men as a Garrflbn ; others 
argued from the Situation'of the Place, 
that this was fcarce prafticable. How- 
ever, on mature Deliberation, when they 
rcfleded, that'to provide for their own 
private Security, wlen that of the Pub- 
Jick was at Stake, was mean and un- 
generous, they unanimoufly agreed to ; 
lend them to reinforce the Royal Army. 
Accordingly, alter having broke down 
feveral Bridges, and thereby embarraflcd 
and greatly retarded the Rebels, they 
joined the King's Forces under the Com- 
mand of the Duke, and were prefent at 
the- Siege ofCar/fJ/ffy in which they had 
the Honour of a Share^ His Rtijtl' 
H'ghnefs was furprized to -find ¥hcHi fo' 
welldifciplin'd, confidering they had Ijot' 
been long railed, and paid' them Ibmc' 
handfome Complimcntd on that AccounC 
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In thC' triean while, t ht Gorparatiorf 
knowing . that the Noi*tbcrn Gbufatics-* 

had 
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hd been fcverely plundered by the Re- 
bels, and fearing leaft the Royal Army 
Aould be greatly diftrefs'd for Provifi- 
ODS, refolved to lupply them ; and hav- 
ing confidcred vrhat Quantity they could 
raifc, lent two Gentlemen of their own 
Body as Commilfioners^ to wait upon 
his Royal Highnels the Duke, till the 
Surrender of Larlijle^ with the Offers of 
Bread and other NeceiFaries during that 
Time, the former of which he was gra- 
cioufly plealed to accept. After the Re- 
duction of Carl^i/le^ his Royal Highneis 
having no further Occafion for their Ser- 
vice, dilmifled the Liverpool Blues (for 
fo they were called) with Honour ; and 
in two Letters wrote by Sir Everard 
Faulkner^ at his Command, was pleas'd 
to thank the Magiftracy and Gentlemen 
of the Town, for that Zeal and Affec- 
tion for the prefcnt Government, which 
they had fo fignally demonftrated. 

While they were thus taking Care for 
the publick Good, they were not entire- 
ly unfolicitous about their own peculiar 
Security. They confidcred that many 

L Papifis 
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Papifts and ill-afFcded Perfons liv'da- 
nK)ng them, and to prevent any Diftui- 
bances tbcfe People might poifibly have 
occafionedy they raifed fix Companies of 
70 Men each ior their Defence. Thcfc 
they arm'd and difcipllned, and made 
Ufe of them in the Night as a Guard* 
They were officer'd by the principal 
Gentlemen of the Town, and flicw'd 
a great Courage and Firmncfsot Mind, of 
%vhich I will, to conclude the Account 
of this Place, give a remarkable Initance. 
While the ^Pretender*^ Army were 
at Wigan^ it was expefted they would 
pay a Vifit to L'rjerf09l:^ and one Day 
there was an Account brought that they 
actually were marching tliat Way. 
Hereupon the Gentlemen afferabled to- 
gether, and armed as many Men as they 
could, bcfidcs the fix Companies, with a 
View to defend the Town. Towards 
Evening they fcnt out a Party on Horfe- 
back to reconnoitre the Enemy, who on 
their Return found the Avepues of the 
Town guarded, and the. lower Stories of 
the Houfes illuminated, with Men plant- 
ed in the upper ones in readinels. to fire, 

if 
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if a Body of the Rebels fliould enter the 
Town: However, on their afTuriDg 
them, that there was no Appearance of 
any Danger, and that the Rebels had 
not mov'd Irom fVigan^ the Apprehen* 
fions of the People were diflipated, and 
every Thing perfeftly quieted Though 
this was only a mcer Preparation, and 
the Valour of the Men was not put to 
the Tryal ; yet the Ardour they ex- 
prefied, and the Readimls they were in, 
if there was occafion to engage the E- 
nemy, and not to fufiEer their Town to 
be plundered without Refinance, fuflici* 
eotly cv'dcnce their Strength of Rdblu- 
tion, and undaunted Fortitude of Mind. 
I will conclude with this general Rc- 
mcrk, that there was no Regiment in 
the Campaign, jhat made a better Ap- 
pearance than the Liverpool Blues: 
Th<rir Officers were a Set of Soldier-like 
Gentlemen, thd' tliey fcad not been bred 
in the military Way, being moftly Gen- 
tlemen^ Tradefmeh, Kc. yet had acqiii- 
red a very good Difciplinf, having throsVn 
up their Trade and Merchandize for a 
'i ime, and ventured tbcii Liv«^ . thtir 

L a Fortunes, 
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Fortunes, and every Thing that wasd 
to them, in Defence of their King 
Country ; fuch Men ought to be had 
the greateft Efteem, by all true I-o^ 
©four happy Eftabliftiment. 

At this Time the Magiftrates of 
I'crpooly removed all the Powder on 
their Magazine on board fonic Ship 
the Harbour, as did many of the 3 
chants and Traders their bcft EfFefts, 
prevent their falling into the Hand 
the Rebels ; they likewifc removed 
the Boats and fmall Craft from the Sh 
and put them under the Care of the SI 
of War lying in the Road, at wl 
Time his Royal Highnefs the Duke 
Cumberland^ was pleas'd to fend tl 
the following Letter.

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called Stopford^ being a Market TowDoA 
the Edge oiCJf/hire^ noted for its Silb 
Mills and a very antlent Church ; ficu- 
ated on the Banks of the River MerJ4y^ 
over which is a neat Stone Bridge which 
divides LancdJJjire and Chefloire) and the 
rt^iox Kno'sford The Bridge over the 
River Mirj^y at S osk'^^orty being brokt 
down by the Liverpool Blues j already 
taken Notice of, they crols'd over above 
where it flood. 

The next Day a Party of the Rebels^ 
jmoftly mounted on Works taken at Tref^ 
ton-fahs^ V pre at Affjio'-i^ recqiving the 
Fxcife, Lan-T-'Tax, &c I was there that 
Evening, and took Advice ot the Reve« 
rend Mr Teniy^ how to proceed* Itii 
very remarkable, that in their whole 
Progrefs, no Djfcoveries could be mfde 
of the Routs they intended to take^ 
becaufe they were never given out above 
an Hour before their March began^ and 
neither OflScers nor Soldiers knew over 
Night where they were to go, or what 
Service they were to perforin the next 
Morning ; which Secrecy in all Proba- 
bility 
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bility prefcrvcd tbcm from Deftruftion ; 
;fince however formidable they might be 
^at; a Diftance, it was the Opinion of o 
^hers as well as myfelf, that they were 
very tar from thinking that they made a 
idccadiul Appearance. In the mean 
•^ime the Duice's Army was forming 
in Stafford/hire ly for upon the Approach 
of the Rebels^ it was refolved that his 
Royal Highnefs fhould be lent down to 
eomtnand the Forces in that Part of the 
Kingdom ; and accordingly he arrived 
at Litchfield^ on the 28th o^ November^ 
his Troops at that Time being canton 'd 
with a Line of Cavalry in their Fronts 
from Tamworth to Stafford^ making a 
very fine Appearance, being well furnifli- 
cd with Artillery, and whatever clle was 
requiiite for the Service. As for the 
Forces of which his Army conlifted, 
J will only fay, that the following 
was looked upon at that Time to be the 
moft authentic Account.

if Danger were in a great Nlealure tik- 
rn off, and the Country People began 
rvery where to recover their Spirits, 
md put themfelvcs in the beft Poft^re 
)f Defence they could, in Cafe of their 
jcing vifited by thefc; Highland Invaders. 
Juch was the Situation of Things at the 
DIofe of Novewh'ry i74jf. 

Sciirbionjlh being fenfibly alarmed at 
;he rapid Progrcls oi the Rebels, and the 
Danger their Town was expoied to, if 
vifited 5 they hav'ng fome Time before 
rubfcrib'd 320/. for the Service of the 
aovernment, on the aid of Ko'jttnber 
:hofc out of their Body a Committee of 
twelve Gentlemen to confider how this 
Money fhould be applied, who unani- 
raoully agreed to lay it out in fortifying 
the Place, which they immediately fet 
about with fo much Alacrity, and with- 
out 
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out Diftinftion, under the Diredion of 
Mr. Vhicejtty their Fngincer, that in three 
Weeks Time, with the Labour of iooo 
Hands daily, raifed Brcaft -Works and 
Batteries before the Avenues leading to 
the Town, from the South to the NofA 
Seas, and planted thereon ^c^ Pieces of 
Cannon, which were taken from the Ship- 
ping in the Harbour, with above aooo 
Small Arms, and Plenty of Ammunition; 
which, with the Affiftance of the Sailort, 
who feldom fail in their Undcrtakingi, 
were determined to defend the Town for 
the Honour of the Government and their 
own Safety. 

f I will now return to the Progrcfi 
of the Rebels, fo long as they con- 
tinued to perfift in their wild Notion 
of marching South. They Were very 
induflrious in colleding the Excife, 
and that none might cfcape them, they 
had ordered Officers to go about the 
Country in Foot Walks : I got Informa- 
tion of one of thefe Sort carrying hit

Thus I kept to 
he Left of the Rebels m the Day, hav- 
ig Ibmetime a View of them, and the 
Quarters they left in the Day, I always 
amc to at Night, by which I obtained 
he moft authentic Accounts, as well 
rom the bcft Judges as from my own 
)blervations, of their Proceedings from 
Mace to Place. 

December i. The Mock Prince with 
he main Body of his Army and all his 
\rtillery cnteied Mackles field. The Af- 
ernoon was fpent in fcaling and put- 
ing in Order their Fire Arms, fo that 
be Rebels expcded that a Battle was 
ntended, but what was the real Intcn- 
:ion of the Deputy Tretender and his 
Jouncil of War, it is impoflible to fay, 

O fmce 
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fincc it was firft believed they intended 
to have marched into Wales^ but per- 
ceiving if they fliould accompliih that 
Scheme, they Ihould certainly be Abut up 
there, and reduced to great Necelfities 
in a mountainous Country, with which 
they were not acquainted, they aban- 
doned this Projed as imprafticable. On 
the ad, as their Rear was marching out 
of Macclesfield^ one of their Boys want- 
ing to buy a Cap, was fhewn to a Shop 
by one who had deferted from the King's 
Army, who drew a Dirk from the Boy's 
Side, with which he ilaVd him in the 
Thigh, and running through the Ah^^ 
Inn, efcaped Backwards \ upon which 
Part of the Rebels returned, threatening 
to burn the Town, and as he who com- 
mitted the Fa£t could not be found, they 
carried away, as Hoftages, the Landlonl 
of the /Ingel^ and the Matter of the 
Houfe adjoining the Shop where the 
Faft was committed. Tl his fhew9 with 
what Injuftice their arbitrary Power was 
executed, often punifliing the Innocent 
for the Guilty : That Day I was accom- 
panied b/ Mr, RoyU*$ Son from Bullock^ 

Sai- 
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Smsthey^ to within half a Mile of Mac* 
cleifieldj when being in£>rmcd that the 
Rebels were all gone out of the Town, 
and thinking that I was quite fafe he left 
me ^ but as fome of the Rebels had re- 
turned on the above Occafion, I rode 
into the Town too fbon, and alighting 
at the jlngel Inn, narrowly efcaped be- 
ing taken. I immediately applied to 
the Mayor, who took all the Care he 
could of my Safety ; but I not chufirig 
to truft much to their Highland Civility, 
was afraid of falling into their Hands, 
knowing that they would be more fond 
of meeting with the Perfon who had in- 
tercepted their Letters, than the Paifon 
ot the Parifli, was unwilling to give 
them that Pleafurc; and as the Favours 
for which they were indebted to mc 
were contained in my Journel, I thought 
proper to commit it to the Flames, and 
would have left my Arms with the May- 
or, but he told me, if the Rebels fhould 
return, and upon Search find any /jf 
their Inftruments of Death, they might 
be provoked to burn his Houle, he ad- 
vifcd me to leave them at my Inn,

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they not being accountable for what a 
Traveller left j on which I hid them 
in my Room, and only acquainted the 
Hoftler ; After I was gone (as I was 
inform'd at my Return) the Chambcr- 
JVlaid went to make the 6ed^ and hj 
drawing the Curtains fhaked the Bed- 
Teller, on which a Handful of Bullets 
trundled out of a disjointed Corncri 
which occafion*d her to ftand on a Chair 
to look from whence they came, where 
Ih^ found my Highland Piftols, which 
were a Piece of curious Workmanihip; 
the Stock as well as the Lock and Baritl 
being of poIlifhM Steel, ingraved and 
inlaid with Silver; and on fwecping un- 
der the Bed fhe found my Sword, which 
was of the Highland Make, by that cu- 
rious Workman Andrev) Ferrara \ when 
flic came down Stairs ftic reported tothc 
Houfe, that fome of the Rebels had kft 
their Arms j but the Hoftler told her 
they dii not belong to the Rebels, and 
that he would take Care of them *dll 
the Owner returned, 

NaccUsfold 
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the Evening a Dctatchmcnt went for 
Afbburn^ as if they intended to go to 
Newcaftle Underline:, a Party of their 
HujQTars advanced as far as Talk o^tf/HiU^ 
were they took Capt. Vere Prifoner in 
the Red^Lffon Inn: The Alarm of the 
Rebels Approach was fcnt to Newcafile 
Underline. 

Newcaftle Under-line^ or Limey ftands 
on a Branch of the River Trent. Mr 
Cambden fays, that the Re'-ju Cajtle^ from 
whence it was denominated, ftands not 
far from Chejlerton Undeflme^ w^iich 
is now levelled. It was incorporated by 
King Henry I and is governed by a 
Mayor, two Juftices, two Bailiffs, and 
twenty-four Capital BurgefTcs. The 
Corporation has a Court, veiled with 
Privileges of holding Pleas for Adion 
under 40 L There is a Caflle here 
which was built in the Reign of King 
Henry III. The Streets arc broad and 
well paved, but moft of the Houfes arc 
low and thatch*d. They have 4 Fairs, 
and a Weekly Market, and a great 
Trade for Cloth* ' It had four Churches 

formerly 
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formerly according to Cafnbilen^ which 
arc reduced to one, having luffer'd much 
in the Barons Wars. The Town is lur-' 
rounded with Coal-Pits, and about three 
^4ilcs from it, is a Manufafturc of Ear- 
then Ware, vhich imitates brown Chr- 
ra, and makes curious Black Tca-Pots, 
6Cc refembling J:ipan, being neatly fi- 
gured and gilt.

That Night about aoo High- 
landers came into the Town and kept 
very qiiict, fufFcring no IntcUigence to go 
to the Captain, who next Day fcnt his 
Long- Boat with twenty Men afhore to 
make further Search for Arms; the Re- 
bels as foon as they oblerved the Boat 
a-ground, rufh'd forward, kiird one Man, 
and made the reft Prifoners, without be- 
ing obfcrved by thofe on board the Ship; 
and afterwards, with the Afliftancc of 
fome Seamen, they mann'd out fcveral 
Boats, and boldly boarded the VefTd 
loaded with Cannon and Arms, which rode 
at fome Diflance from the Has^ard^ and 
made themfelves Matters of her ; then, 
with the Afliftanceotthis Ship, they at- 
tacked the Hazard^ who having lofl fa 
many of the Crew, was obliged to ftrikc 
after making fome Rcfiftance ; they gave 
the Command of the Hazard^ in the 
Tntender*^ Name, to one of the Ship- 
' Maflcrs 
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ftcrs who had his VejQTel burnt by 
)t. HiUs Orders, and he was very in- 
imental in taking the Hazard There 
I another large Ship from Dunkirk at 
ntrefcy the Ljudlow^Cafile who rode at 
Mouth of the River, not being a 
tch for her, was obliged to cut her 
»les and go to Sea : Admiral Byngy 
h four MeH of War, came before that 
rbour, but the Rebels had planted their 
noD fb ad vantageouily upon the Beach, 
: it was impoffible to get at them } 
Milf&rd loft her Bowfprit, and re- 
ed conGderable Damage in her Rig« 
; in attempting it. 

Lbout this Time, Lord Lewis Gordon 
h about 600 Men, was joined by 
nbucket with 300, who took Poffcf- 
I of and laid Aberdaen under Con- 
lution, befides obliging them to raife 
► Men, or to pay 5 1. for each Man 
iting of that Number; here they 
claimed the Pretender, and likewife 
Son Regent, with great Solemnity, 
fvoft Meari^OHy and the Aldermen, 
kept a conftant Ccrrefpondence 

with 
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with the Lord Prefident, fled the City^ 
and had foUicited Succours from him 
and the Earl ot Loudon^ who fent i 
Detachment of 800 Men, to recover 
Aberdeen out of the Hands of the Rebels j 
but they in that Interim, had emitted 
the City, to go meet Lord 'john unm- 
mond^ who was landed at Montrofe^ they 
being joined, their Force amounted to 
nbout 1700 Men; who hearing of Lord 
Loudon's Detachment on the Road to- 
wards Aberdeen^ marched with the great- 
eft Expedition to get thither before them, 
which they did, while the others vrcrfe 
la Miles ftiort of the City at Inverary^ 
where they intended to lodge all Night, 
not having any intelligence of this forced 
March of the Rebels back from Montrdfey 
thinking themfelves in Security : Their 
Men were difpofed of in the neighbour- 
ing Village an J Farm Houfes, except one 
Company which flayed with Captain 
Monroe ofCu/cairn^ who commanded the 
Detachment, which the Evening before 
had marched through Strathbegtej where 
600 of the Grants were under Arms, 
who had promifcd the Lord Prefident to 

join 
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>in Captain Monroe^ they let him fet 
Drwards, promifing to follow him, but 
id not. 

The Night Capti Monroe came for- 
rard to Inverary^ where he quarter- 
d with one Company, he was fallen upon 
between eight and nine at Night, when 
t was very dark) by the whole Force of 
he Rebels under 'Lqidjohn Drummond, 
nd Lord Lowis Gordon:, they immedi- 
tcly affaulted the Houle in which were 
Captain Monroe and fome other Officers, 
Qioeof whom were undreflVd and going 
o Bed. Notwithllanding this Surprize, 
he Rebels met with a very rcfolute, 
harp and obftinate Refiftancc ; in which 
here were about loo Men killed, of 
vhpm 40 were Loyalifts : Captain Mon^^ 
'oe and Captain Macleod^ with a few of 
:hc brave Clans of their Names, fought 
their Way through the Multitude ; but 
[cveral other Officers and Men were taken 
Priloners and carried to Aberdein^ from 
chcnce they were removed to Terth.

Manchefter is fituated on the Bank of 
the River Irwell^ over which is a ftatdjr 
Stone Bridge, going into Safotd^ whicii 
Village is only leparated from AlanchcJ-^ 
ter by this River, as the City of Lona$n 
from Southwark by the River Thames. 
Tho* -this is no City, Corporation, nor 
fo much as a Town ftriftly fpeaking; 
the higheft Magiftrate being a Conftable 
or Headboiough, yet it may be filled 
the greatcft mere Village in England^ and 
is more populous than Jork^ or mofl Ci- 
ties^in this Kingdom The People here, 
including Salford^ aie computed' to be 
no lefs than 30,000.

ig ■ oi one Warden, . iour Fellows, 
Chaplains, four finging Men, and 
Choirifters The College was ori- 
lly founded by Ibomas kVeJiy Bra- 

thcr 
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ther to the Lord De-la- fVare^ by the 
Name of St Mafy*Sy in Honoar of the 
Virgin Maiy^ to whom the Parifli 
Church was before dedicated. It wai 
founded a-ncw by Queen Ll'ts^abeth^ in 
1578, by the Name of Chrtft*s College 
in Manchefter^ which Foundation was 
afterwards confirmed by King Char la 
the Firft, in 1636, and incorporated by 
the fame Name, the Statutes for it be- 
ing drawn up by ArchbifhopI^^^. Here 
is an Holpital, a School, and a large Li- 
brary well furnifticd with Books, foun- 
ded by nufnphir^y i he I ham Elq; about 
one hundred Years ago, where (ixty poor 
Boys arc \\\\\ maintained, cloathed, and 
inltruftcd in neccffary Learning, and 
then put cut Apprentices. As the In- 
habit^mrs become more numerous, in 
Proportion to the Incrtafe of their Trade, 
a new Parilh isercfted, and anew Church 
built in it, de^ icated to St. ^»», and 
the Town is very much improved, by 
the build rg (fa Very ben^fomc Street 
of flitJy Hcufes, at tht End if which 
the fa' fhurch is eiedcd.

This Town has a good Market-Placc and 
I modern Exchange, with many other 
^ligant and maj^nificent Buildings. Here 
s like wife a fmall Hapttjt Mecting- 
4'oufc, and a Jacobite^ Noyuring Chap- 
Jcl ; I don't know of what Body the 
^ngregation confifts, they not allowing 
ny to come amongil them but fuch aa 
re of there own Sort, who ^likc the 
iiorc worftiipfiil Socity of Frce-Mafons^ 
re under an Oath not to divulge what 
I tranfafted there, except it be to a juft 
nd lawful Jacobite^ as he or they ftiall 
ppear to be upon Examination. 

In this County the Women are gene-*

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CQttingoffthe Retreat of the Rebels ^ 
and in this Council of War it was re- 
kdired^ to march direftly by IVakefield 
ind Halifdx to Lahxa/hire^ as the fpoft 
likely Way to intercept the Highlanders^ 
but arriving at IVakefisfd on the loth, 
ind having Advice that the main Body 
)f the Rebels were at Mauchefter^ anJ 
their Van-Guard moving from thence to 
Trefion^ his Fxctilcncy now finding that 
t was impoffible to come up with them, 
jadged it unneccffary to fatigue his For- 
:es with hard Marches, and therefore 
letached Major^General O^Iet^orpe on the 
loth, with the Cavalry unc^cr his Ccm- 
mand ; he began his March with the 
reft of his Forces for Newcafile. 

On the 13th, a great Body ot Horfe 
and Dragoons, that were, as has been laid, 
under the Command of Major-Gencral 
Oglethorpe arrived at Trefion^ having 
marched 100 Miles in three Days, over 
$now and Ice, which was a noble Tefti- 
mony of Zeal and Spirit, efpecially in 
the pcw-rais'd Forces His Royal High- 
nci3 arrived about one at the i^me Place,

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and immediately gave his Orders foi 
continuing the Putiuit of the Rebels, 
with the utmoft Diligence; there was a 
Rebel Spy taken and executed here. 

On the 14th, General Oglethorpe ad- 
vanced towards Lavca^lcr^ which Place 
the Duke reached on the i6th. fcnc- 
ral Oglethorpe continued his Purfuit at 
the Heels c^f the Rebels, and on the 17th, 
the Miijor-General and his Royal High- 
nefs entcrM K^^dal^ having now more 
Hopes of ccming up with the Eneray 
than any Time during the March, and 
the Difpofitioi.s which were made by 
the Duke for that Purpofe, were fucb

On Wednefda'i the iSth of Decetnbir^

: Damage, had not Jonathan Savage^ 

who 
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who went thro' the Fields acquainted the 
Duke with the Rebcrs Dcfign His 
Royal Highnefs having before fcnt a 
Party to Lowther-Hally and to the 
Wood, and a Party under General Ogle* 
thorfe which movM to the Right, drew 
up his Troops on CliftQn Moor, and ad- 
vanced, but finding it impoflible to come 
at the Rebels on Horfebacfc, ordered De- 
tachments from BlancTsj Lord Mark 
Kerr*Sy and Cobham's Dragoons to dif- 
Biount, and attack the Ambufcades, and 
the Pofts the Rebels were in PcjBblfioii 
of, which they regularly did with great 
Refolution ; the Aftion was very fliarp 
and defperate while it lafted, bu^at laft 
ended in our Favour, notwithttandirig 
the Rebels from their Situation had great- 
ly the Advantage of us, we being otilig- 
cd to go over the Hedges up to the 
Boot Tops in Water j not only fo, but 
it being late in the Evening, they 
could Ice our Buff Belts and lac'd Hats, 
when we cotild not fo well difcern their 
blue Bonnets and dark coloured Pljiids, 
fo that we could only Fire at their Fire, 
which was very hot on both Sides. 

Not- 
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Notwithftanding thefe Difad vantages, wo 
pufh'd them with fuch Intrepidity, that 
in about an Hour they quitted the Field 
and the neighbouring Village, and fled to 
fenrith. 

It was fo late before the Affair was 
over, and the Country fo covered, that 
it was impofliblc to follow them with 
any Probability of ^ucccfs, fo that hia 
Royal Highncls took up his Qj^arters at 
Thomas Savage's Houle, who rejoiced 
much in Spirit, that fuch a Gueft waa 
come under his Roof There was of 
the King's Forces eleven kill'd and twen- 
tjr-ninc wounded j ot the former there 
was fevcn of Bland's^ t\\xctoi Cohham*Sy 
and one of Mark Kerr's j amongft the 
latter were four Officers, vi^, Col. f/e?- 
neyisjood^ Capt Eajty and the Cornets 
O'wen and Hamiiton. On the Side of 
the Rebels their Lofs is not certainly 
known, we found five dead in the Field, 
and there was a Countryman who told 
me, that there was about thirty feen^ 
whom the Rebels had thrown into a Ri- 
ver, that the Number of their Slain

fright not be known: One of the Duke's 
Huffars took Mr Hamilto f^ Capt of the 
Rebel Huflars. who cut the Captain in 
the Head. I faw him the Night afier 
the Skirnnfti in a very bloody Conditi- 
on, and afterwards faw him executed at 
lork^ of which I ftiall give you an Ac- 
count of in its proper Place. One Qj- 
dcn cf MttnibeJUr^ was like wile taken by 
an Huflar, who after he had begg'd his 
Lifl\ privately drew a Piftcl ahd flhptat 
the Huflar, but miffed him ; he in Re- 
turn, cut Og/ten down the Side of his 
Head : I have fince been informed, that 
he died in Lavcjjter Goal. 

The King's Troops continued under 
Arms all Night, which was very rainy, 
and in the Morning we. had about fixty 
of the Rebels Prifbncrs, many of them 
being picked up by the Country Peo- 
ple thereabouts j Whilft the Rear-Guard 
of the Rebels was engaged with the 
King's Forces at Clifion^ the Main Body 
of the Rebels were at Tenrith^ and to 
apprehenfive of being overtaken, that 
at ten o'clock that Night, they ordered

Bur, 
Doubt, they were fenfible. of their 
ger ; yet they did nothing contrary 
:heir Duty to deliver themfelves : 
the contrary, they fhewed very vifi- 
Signs of Sorrow and Sadnefs ; and the 
valier, though he often appeared in 
lick, was fcarce attended io much as 
the Mob i it is not at all flrange, that 
Behaviour of the Rebels, all Things 
Y con-- 
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confidercd, {hould be worfe at Glaf^Qio 
than at other Places ; and fo it was ; they 
ioiind themfclvcs in a very rich City, a- 
bounding in whatever they wanted; and 
therefore^ ihey confidered it as a Maga- 
zine, and began to fiirnifh themfclvcs 
with Broad-Cloath, Tartan, Shoes Stock- 
ings, and Bonnets, to the Amount of 
10,000 1.

vided with Men and Provificns, re- 
ding to hold out the Garrifom The: 
bels having got all the Cannon over 

Firth, broke Ground on the lathr 
ween the Church of Stirling and a. 
;e Houfe. caU'd Mart's Work, and. 
\ for ereding a Battery there againft* 

Caftle: For this Purpqle, 5. large 
:e8 of Cannon were lying ready in the- 
rketjPlace, and 3 fmall* ones were^ 
ling from Airfh j they alfo fent fe- 
ll Expreffes tP their Troops in Tcrth-" 
e^, to haften thein March towards^ 

Tf 1. Stirling^ 
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Stirling^ where they fliut up their Ports, 
and planted Guards at all the Out-lets 
of the Town, to prevent the People 
from coming in for, or going out with 
Intelligence to the King's Troops. The 
main !Body of the Rebels being about 
Falkirky had Orders to march upon the 
13th towards UnlithgoWy with all the 
Waggons and Carts they could get to- 
gether, for carrying off all the Provifions 
they could meet with 

On the 13th, Mfljor-General H»ske 
marched with eight Regiments from 
Edinburgh to Linlithgow : On his Ar- 
rival there, the Rebels on the 14th, 
marched towards Stirling^ to their main 
Bcdy, who had got moft of their Friends 
to the South Side of the forth, and were 
endeavouring to • fpirit up their Men to 
Adion ; the fame Day they got together 
two Pieces of Cannon of 16 Pounders 
two of eightj and three 6f three PoundcrSi 
and cxpeftcd four more by Water, for 
their Battery in the Town : They had 
alio ai greaS Number ot Fafcin^, but had 
not been able to plant their Cannon, 

' General 
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General Blakeney having fired feveral 
Times upon them from the Gaftlc| and 
demoliflied their Works. Major Gene- 
ral HuskCy with the Forces under him, 
and the Remains of Gardiner's and Ha^ 
miitM^s Dragoons, on the i6th t< ofc 
Poflcfiion of Falkirk^ and were joined 
there by looo Argiy/hire Men, under 
the Command of Licutcnint-Colonel 
Campbell^ and were followed foon after 
by General Hawley^ with the reft of the 
Army and the Artillery ; early in the 
Morning of the I7tn, Cobham*s Dra- 
goons came up, when it was refolvcd to 
march the next Morning to attack the 
Rebels, who, by all Accounts, lay in 
the Enclofurcs near Jor^z-ood^ but, by 
the Reports of fevcral People who were 
lent out to connoitre, they were obfcrv'd 
to be in Motion early in the Morning, 
as they had alfo been on the i(^th ; f )me 
xepoited that they had been er trenching 
themfelves in Torwood^ others that they 
feemed inclinable to raife the Siege of 
Stirling Caftle ; but many afErni'cl that 
they meant to advance and meet the 
King's Troops, who lay encamped on a

Spot of low Ground^ a Quarter of a 
Wile South Weft of falkirk. The Re- 
bel Army had been encamped on ^kne^ 
Moor J to the Wcftward ot Torwood^ a 
bout three Miles Diftance from one ano- 
ther : They decamp'd in the Morning 
marching Eaftward, bccaule the Wind 
was South- Weft, they then marched to 
the South of Terwoody in order to get the 
Windward. At this Diftance it is eafy 
to fay, Care fl^ould have been taken to 
obtain better Intelligence \ but let us re- 
member, that if an Enemy be irrefolutc 
(as was the Cafe), no certain Intelligence 
can be obtained. 

? Lieutenant General HawleVy having. 
conlidcred the Situation of Affairs, and 
the feveral Accounts received, relolved 
to defer attacking the Rebels till the next 
Day, as well in regard ro the foulnefi 
cf the Weather, as becaufc he was dc- 
firous of obtaining fuch Intelligence as 
might enable him to make the moft ad- 
vantageous Difpofitions for a£ling againft 
them with his Cavalry and Artillery: 
Some Dragoons that had^been fent to re- 
connoitre 
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connoitrc, returned about Noon with In- 
telligence that the Rebels were aftually 
in Motion, in order to attack the King's 
Forces J and by one in the Afternoon, 
they were leen about three Miles Diftance 
matching in two Columns towards fome 
fifing Ground to the Southward, upon a 
Moot near Falkirk ^ upon which our 
Troops got under Arms, and formed im- 
mediately in the Front of the Camp, 
and bent their March towards the fame 
Ground, to which it was apprehended 
the Rebels were going, being a large 
Mile to the Left of the Camp; no 
fboner were the Troops got thither, but 
they faw the Rebels moving up, their 
Right extending Southwards ; but as there 
was a Morals, or boggy Ground, upon 
our Left, we could not ftretch fo far as 
they ; fb that their Left was almoft op- 
pofitc to our Center : Our Foot were 
formed in two Lines, Part upon plain 
Ground, and the reft declining; our 
Dragoons were on the Left Flank with 
General Hawley ; Major General Huske 
commanded on the Right : In this Dif- 
pofition we moved forwards, having the

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Morafs on our !Lcft j the Dragoons were 
^ordered to advance about fifty Paces be- 
fore the Front Line and attack the Re- 
bels SvVord in Hand, to give the Left 
Time to form, and the Lines to advance. 
The Dragoons attacked moft gallantly^ 
and received the Rebels Fire, which dit- 
ordered fome of the Horfe?, who broke 
upon our Foot, who fired toa foon, by 
which fbme of the Dragoons were un- 
iaddled; on this Confufion, fome of the 
Dragoons rode quite off from the Field of 
Battle, and did hot ftop till they had got 
riear Lift lit h^owj on .which it was re^ 
ported that they were all that had cfcap'd 
trorii the Battle: This Diforder occa- 
€oncd oar two Lines of Foot to give 
Way, and itiany ol them went off: This 
Misfbrtime which at firft looked like a 
loft Battle, was quickly recovered; the 
Dragoons bravely returned to the Charge, 
and retrieved their Honour j Barrel*^ 
and LigBftier^s were immediately rallied 
by Brigadier CholmondUy^ and being af- 
terwards attacked by a Body of Rebels 
twenty deep, fairly drove them back, 
and put them to Flight : At this Time,

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dy of Foot, by the Care of Major 
rral HuskCy formed in the Rear of 
: two Rcgimcnrs, which the Rebels 
g, durfl not advance ; and about the 
Time Brigadier Mar daunt rallied 
Remains of the fcattered Battalions 
their fevcral Corps, in which he was 
ed by the Officers ; it was then four 
x:k in the Afternoon, when it rained 
ily, and blew hard, which, in a great 
laie, was the Caufe of our Misfor- 
5, for our Men could not fcee before

ar : Be fides, as it rained fo before, 
y of the Firelocks were lo wet, that 
believed not above one in five that 
* attempted to be fired went off. 
Lofs was but fniall, not exceeding 
Men ; and it was believed the Re- 
loft three Times that Number. 
^as a Misfortune that we could not 
lip our Artillery to us- for it rainM 
vily in the Night, and having a ftcep 
l[ to dfcend, arid the Horfcs but bad, . 
J iould not get forward ; and, when . 
returned to our Camp we found the

Captain 6f the Train had abandoned it, 
an^ the Drivers had run oflF with their 
Horfes, which obliged us to leuve forhc 
Pieces of Cannon behind us: The Gre- 
nadiers of Barrels Regiment dicw down 
one to the Camp, and Horfes were got 
at halkirk to bring away three others. 
The Evening being cxceflive rainy, it 
was thought proper to march the Troops 
to LinHtbgow that Night, and put them 
under Cover ; othcrwile wc fhould have 
continued in our Camp, being Mafters 
of the Field of Bittle ; and firigadier 
Mordaunt was ordered to takePoft there. 
When we came to ftrikc our Tents, we 
found that many of the Drivers had run 
off with their Horfes j upon which the 
General gave Orders that what Tents 
were left fhould be burnt, which was 
accordingly done. 

During the Time the Army was on 
its March to meet the Rebels, a Body of 
them with iome Colours, paflfed the Ri- 
ver Carranj towards the Right of the 
Camp, with a Defign, I fuppofe, to at- 
tack it, but the Argylefhtre Men being 
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pofied in the Front of it, kept them in 
Awe; fo that they fruftrated their In- 
tention. The GlaJ^ow Regiment was 
poftcd at fome Farm-Houfes, where it 
was thought they might be of Ufe, when 
the Adion began, and remained formed 
there, notwithftanding they faw that the 
Dragoons, and Fart of the Foot, had 
giyen Way. 

I have alfo to add, that it had been 
refolved that the Army fliould remain at 
LinlitbgaWy whither it had retired on 
the 17th at Night; and upon Examina- 
tion it was found that the Troops had 
no Fowder that would take Fire, from 
the excefiive Rain for 24 Hours before ; 
and therefore a Refolution was taken upon 
the ipth in the Morning, to march to 
Edinaurgby and. the Flaces adjacent, 
where the whole Army arrived that Af- 
ternoon, about Four o'clock. 

The abandoning the Camp and the 
Lofi of the Cannon looks fo like a De- 
feat, that it gives the Jacobites a Handle 
to vaunt, as if the Rebels had got the 

Z Vidory, 
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Vidory, v/hercas they were indeed beat 
by a Handful of Men and fled (hamc- 
fuUy. The Fads are true, the Camp 
was abandoned and the Gannon loft ; but 
the firft was done with Judgment and 
preferved the Men, who muft have lain 
upon their Arms all Night, which was 
fo rainy and ftormy that they were wet 
to the Skin, had no Provifions, and 
would have been fubjed to continual 
Alarms all Night ; and the laft was occa- 
Jioncd by the Misbeharipur of the Offi- 
cer who had the Charge of the Train, 
who finding that he was tO' be tried by a 
Court-Mar tial, cut an Attery in his Arm, 
and made his'tfcape, by going out of 
the World. On the Whole, the Rebels 
have neither g^iipp.d Honour nor Advan- 
tage by an A'di'pn, io \yhich two Regir 
meats with Part ' of the Old- Buffs and 
fome others rallied by Major'-Greneral 
liuske^ in the Whole not above four Re- 
giments, the Dragoons excepted, fairly 
d<ove the.m.pUjt.of jthp.Eield^ which they 
entered wT^hl^ jprotnjChg,. a. Profpeii; 
and in the V.nA\'QQnQX2X.^awley drew 
ofif his Men, and retreated irrgood Order 

to 
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to his Camp at Falkirk ; the Enemy did 
not venture to purfuc them, which was 
greatly owing to the gallant Behaviour 
of two Squadrons of Cohham's Dragoons, 
and four Battalions of the Right Wing, 
which compofed the Rear-Guard under 
the Command of Majop-General Husk. 

Sir Robert Monroe was wounded and 
afterwards taken Prilbner, together with 
his Brother who was a Surgeon and an 
eminent Man in his Profeilion, and who 
attended him to the Field, merely out of 
fraternal Afl&dion, both of Which at the 
fame Time the Rebels murdered in 
cold Blood. There was no Account of 
the Killed and Wounded publifhcd by- 
Authority : The Officers in general dif- 
tinguiOied themfelves extremely, and 
•foihe very particularly, fuch as Briga- 
dier-General Cholmondely^ who was dan- 
geroufly wounded, and contrafted a Palfy 
from the Cold he caught in the Field ; 
Major - General Huske^ by his great 
Vigilance and Prcfence of Mind fliewn 
on this Occafion, acquired the higheft 
Reputation, and Brigadier Mor daunt 
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was allowed to have done all that could 
be expeded from the moft knowing 
and a<^ive Officer; it is but juft to 
the Memory of Colonel Ugonier^ to 
mention, that although he was in a bad 
State of Health, for which he was 
blooded and blifter'd, yet be could not 
be rcilrain'd from leading his Men to 
the Field of Battle, where he^was wet 
to the Skin, which threw .him into a 
Qainfcy, of which he died j iiay, even 
in the Battalions, where the Men did 
not behave fb well as might be exped- 
cd, their Officers fliewed themfelves to 
the greateft Advantage, and gave glori- 
ous Examples of Intrepidity, the* they 
were but ill copied; this made the Lofi 
iall heavier amongft them, in Propor- 
tion, than has been on the like Occafi- 
ons. I have endeavoured to calculate 
the following Lift of Officers kill'd, from 
the bcft Accounts I could then procure.

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Major Lockhart was made Frifoner, 
an4 carried away to the Highlands, and 
joined the King's Army at Aberdeen^ af- 
ter having made his Efcape, and brought 
off PrJfoner the Rebel Officer that 
guarded him. 

William Thornton^ Eiq; of Cattal^ in 
Jork/birCj maintained a Company at his 
own Expence, marched them to the 
Battle of Falkirk^ where he diftinguiihed 
himfelf very gallantly. I wifti I could 
£iy that be met with that Refped due 
to his great Merit. An Officer in the 
Eftablifhment is Praife- worthy, yet he 
only docs his Duty: But a Volunteer 
that ventures his Life and Fortune in 
Defence of the Government, in Times 
of the moft imminent Danger and Diffi- 
culty, deferves to be had in the higheft 
Efteem, by all true Lovers of our bappy 
Conftitution. Capt. Thornton and his 
Men fuffered much at the Battle of Fal^ 
ktrk^ many of them being taken Prifo- 
ners; of twenty that was in Jeopardy, 
he only, with Difficulty, eicaped, being 
concealed in the Houfe where Lord 

Gtorge 
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Giorge yturrojf lodged* It happened^ 
very luckily, for u this Adion proved 
fatal, to fo many Officer8| it proved aa 
fortunate to a great many others, for 
the Rebels having fent moft of the Offi« 
ccrs that were taken Prifoners at Trefton^ 
^ansy to Glames^ Coupary^ and Li /lie \ 
when they were drawing together their 
Forces about Stirling^ the loyal Inhabi- 
tants of Daudee, and other Places, form* 
ed a Defign of refcuing them, and con«-^ 
duding them back to Edinburgh^ which 
they executed with great Spirit and Dili- 
gence, and they accordingly arrived at 
that City on the ipth the very Day after 
the Army returned thither from Linlith^ 
! gaw. The relcafing of thcfc Officers at 
/ this Jundure, was a very feafonabie Ser- 
vice, as it vifibly prefer ved them from 
being hurried by the Rebels into the 
North, as would undoubtedly have been 
the Cafe, if they had remained Priloners 
but a few Days longer : It was.likcwifc 
a full Proof of the fteady Loyalty and 
fincere Attaehrnent to the. Government, 
of thole who undertook to refcue them,, 
fince they did it at a Time, when the 
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Rebels wete flufhed with th^lr late Ad- 
vantage; but the Conleqtience of the 
Thing will beft appear, by giving the 
Reader an Account of the Perfons that 
were thus fet at Liberty.

When the News of the Battle reached 
IjOHdon^ it made it neceflary to provide 
for the immediate Extindion of ib dan* 
gerpus a Flame, by fending down a 
fufficient Number of Forces, not only 
to retider the Army in Scotland more 
formidable then before, but to encreafe 
its Strength to fuch a Degree, as to free 
the Nation from any Apprehenfions of 
its Confequences, in Cafe the Enemy 
Jhould grow more numerous, or the 
French and Spaniards periift in their 
Defign of attempting an Invafion for 
their Support, in any Part of his Majefr 
ty's Dominions. It was with this View 
that a Refblution was taken for embark-^ 
ing the Hejjian Troops in Britijh Pay^ 
then in the Neighbourhood of Antwerp^ 
for Scotland 'y it was alfo thought conve- 
nient^ that to reftore the Spirit of the 

Soldiery 
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Soldiers, tt) cxtinguifli all AnimofitieS) | 
and encourage the wcU-afFcfted in North* 
Britain^ his Royal Highneis the Duke 
of Cumierland ihould immediately go 
down thither : It is true, the cmbarkicg 
the HeJJians at that Time, was in fome 
Rcfpcos inconvenient, as the French had 
juft difcovcred their Defign of attacking 
Bruffels \ but the Neceflity of reftoring 
our internal Tranquility, was confcfs'd 
both at Home and Abroad, of fuch high 
Importance to the Common Caufe, as 
wcU as of fo great Confcqucncc to our- 
felves, that it was generally approved, as 
the Confequences which have attended 
it fhews, that it was undertaken upon 
right Motives. I might here mention 
fome other Methods that were taken to 
fruftrate the Defigns of our Enemies, 
which I will omit for the prefent, in or- 
der to return to the Progrefs of the Re- 
bels, in the Siege of Stirling Caftle. 

Soon after the Battle, the Tretende^i 
Son returned with his Forces to Stirling^ 
when the Rebels fummoncd the Caftlcto 
iurrendcr in the Morning, and again in

he Afternoon « but General Blakeney 
nfwered as before, that as he had al- 
vrays been looked upon as a Man of Ho* 
lour, the Rebels (hould find he would 
lie ioy which they found too true in the 
ind. 

January the a4th, the Siege proceed- 
:d but very flowly j the Caftle had fired 
o often on the Men at Work upon the 
Batteries, and with fo much exa^tnefs, 
:hat the Rebels could not get any of their 
>WQ People to go near them ; fox which 
Reason, the Irifi) Brigade, and Drum* 
^ond^s Regiment from trance y were or- 
lered to do that Service. 

On the 27th, the Rebels had got two 
Batteries ereded, the one on Gawan-HiU^ 
within forty Yards of the Caftle, and the 
5tl[ier on Z^^VHill. On the aSth, they 
got Cannon mounted on them^ confifting 
^f two Pieces of 18 Pounders, two of 
1 6) and three of 1 2 Pounders : and whilft 
t^ii was d9ing;, th^y cpntinued tO; nre 
apop fhe Caftle with SimM Arms, which 
^id little 01: no Mifchief, tho' at the fame 

Time 
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Time it expofcd their Men extremely, | 
and they fuffered by the Fire of the Crf- ' 
tie very fcverely, which put them more 
and more out ot Humour with the Siege; 
and what contributed to encreafe their 
Unealinels. was the great Want of Pro- 
vifions, which obh'ged them to fend out. 
Parties, in order to carry off what Meal 
they could find on all Sides of the Coun- 
try : The greateft Part of their Army 
returned into the Neighbourhood of Fai" 
kirk:, they fent away the Prifoners to 
Down Caftle on the a4th, except the 
Officers; and the Hazard Sloop, to 
which they gave Name of Prince Charles 
Snow, was refitted and fent to France^ 
with the News of their Succefe, which 
ho Doubt they magnified extremely, as 
appeared by the Accounts of it that 
were printed at Taris. The Rebels be- 
gun to be heartily tired of the Siege, they, 
not liking to fight againft Stone Walls ; 
although it muft be owned, they fpared 
no Labour in* getting thither their Can- 
non, though harraffed all the Time by 
the Vulf tire Sloopj land by Small Craft 
fiird with Soldiers^ which did them con-. 

fiderable 
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fidcrable Dafiiage ; ntither ^hcn it was 
brought. thither and pigntcd could they 
do much, their Batteries being injudici- 
oujQy^ ereded, and the Highland Men 
file wing a great Averfion for that Kind 
of Service, for which they are naturally 
unfit, and the Garrifon doing them a 
great deal of Mifchief, tho' they were 
able to do little or none to the Garrifon. 
As it had been cuftcmary for the Rebels 
to deny their Mortality, General £/4iie^ 
vcy would not permit them to bury their 
Dead, in order to convince them, that 
their Men were not invulnerable j after 
. that, about 60 of the Rebels were killed 
in one Day, and cxpofed to View; then 
they were convinced of their Frailty : 
A Drum had been fent about the Town, 
with Notice, that every Perlon that 
was taken near the Caftle fliould be fliot, 
and that if any of the Town's People 
entertained any Wives or Children of the 
Soldiers who were in the Caftle, Ihould be 
punilhed with Military Execution. 

Notwithftanding all the Pains the Re- 
bels hud taken in order to carry on the 
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Se!gi(| jct !t tfdtiiA Tearc^ be Taid to ad- 
vance all the Time they lay befiire it ; 
but whef tier they -might or not have 
Tucce<?eded, /tU reqbifite to mention what 
' AdVariti^s ttiey proofed to themfelv^ 
l>y becoming Matters of this Place, and 
thefe '(though they Were tnany) might 
be reduced under thefe three: Firft^ it 
would have given them Reputation at 
Hbnie and Abroad, as Stirling Caftle is 
Iambus, and reputed a Place of greater 
Importance then it really is: Secondly, 
if they cx>uld have got this Place, and 
fortified Terth^ they might have (ecured 
the Country behind them for the Win- 
ter: Thirdly, it would have afforded 
them means of maintaining themfelves 
along the Coafts, 6n both Sides of the 
IJlknd, vrhich would have facilitated 
their receivMg Su^ph'es from Abroac!: 
But the gallant General Btaktnc^^ who 
ftiU defended the Caftle with lo much 
Conftancy and Courage, as made the 
Sc$ts Rebels quite fick of the Siege, lo 
thit their Commanders found it neccf- 
fary to cntiruft their Works entirely to 
the lrifi> and French^ who by this Means

dering the ' Rifeour of'iUt Scifon. He 
was leceiv'd with all the Tbftinionics of 
Loyalty and Affcdion that cbuld poJSibly 
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DC exprefs'd, th6 Army looking upon 
his Prcfence as a fure Omen of Vidoiy, 
and all Ranfcd and Degrees of People be- 
ing delighted, at beholding a Prince, 
with whole Reputation they were fo 
well acquainted, and by whom they had 
juft Reafon to expcft being reftor'd to 
the peaceable ' Poflcffion of thole BldT- 
fings, which, under the mild Govern- 
ment of the King his Father, they had, 
till the breaking Out of thils Rebellion, 
conftantly enjoy'd. The Sight of the 
Duke baniih'd all Remembrances of the 
late untoward Accident, axid the Troopj 
fliew'd uncommon Ardour to be led (bad 
as the Weather was) into the Field a- 
gain. 

His Royal Highnefs reviewed the For- 
ces next Day, and march'd them in two 
Columns, conlifting of 14 Battalions, 
the Ar^lefhire Men, together with CA^ 
ham*^ Dragoons, leading the Van. He 
quartered that Night at Linlithgow yiix\i 
eight Battalions, Brigadier Mordaunt wis 
at Burr&wfiounefs^ the Dragoon^ lay in

hall with bis brave loyal i^ijg^h^and Men,, 
took Po^ in the f root qf the Army, to--

wards Torwoodj where }t was given out 
that they were ,to be joined by the rcifc 
of their Forces from ^irlingy though jt

The next Morning hia Royal High-^ 
nefi made the neceflary Difpofitions ibr 
continuing his March, at which Time 
all the Officers and Soldiers ihewed tha 
greateft Alacrity imaginable. The March 
was not long begun, before Advice was^ 
brought, that the Reb^ls^ inflead of pre- 
paring for an Engagement, were adual-^ 
£y repaffing the tor^h:^ with alT the Di- 
iKgence imaginable; and what gave Cre-^ 
djllr. to this, was th^ir advanced . Guards 
Tf tiring every ^vf here with the otmoffe^ 
Precipitation. This Niews was icon af- 
.t^rput out of D.ifpute, by theNoifc 
..tbeyjbu»td of .two great j^eports^ liker 
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the blowing up of Magazines, upon 
which, Brigadier Mor daunt was detach- 
ed with the Dragoons and the Argyle- 
(hire Men, to harrafs the Rebels in their 
Retreat. The Brigadier with the Troops 
under his Command, arrived at dtirlin^ 
late that Evening, where rhey found the 
Rebels had abandoned their Camp, with 
all their Artillery, and had blown up 
their Magazine of about 6000 Weight 
of Powder, which they kept in the 
Church of St. Ninianj a fnvail Village 
juft at the Entrance of Stirling \ thjy 
fct fire to it by difcharging a Musket 
into the Powder; there was thiec Men 
ordered to perform this Operation, but 
the firft firing lerved ; the Church gave 
a terrible Shock, and deftroyed fecial 
of the Rebels who were the Adlorsof 
this Tragedy, and n'neofthe Townfoien 
were alfb buried in the Ruins, which 
fome of our Soldiers dug out lor their 
Cloatbs, whilft we haltSd at \S/ir//iig: 
It's great Shock alfo broke all the Wirt- 
dbws in tlie Village, £b that they ap- 
peared like to lb many Bawdy-Houfcs: 
The Rebels likewifc left behind thfm 

all 
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all the wounded Men they had made 
Pfilbncrs in the late Aftion, and about 
twenty of their own fick Men ; but it

^Bjkft" End of the great Church ftands the 
fFolh^oth^ or common Prifon, as well for 
Crfminals as Debtors; the great Church 
the Prifon ftanding in the middle of 
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this Street obftru£k its Breadth and Ben- 
ty for fome Space, bat beyond thde 
Buildings, and the middle Row cialkdihc 
LMckirH-^ Booths^ the Street opens ajg^injto 
its former Breadth, and is now callcrl fie 
Lawn Market, from the Linnen Marktfi 
being kept herej this Street exteadi 
Weft, to a narrow Part which leads to 
the Caftle Hiil ^ here the Street pafti Ja 
two, one of which leads direftly tQt#e 
Caftle Hill as already noticed, and the** 
ther ftands South- VV eft, which deiccnd- 
ing gradually, leads to the 6rais-Mtfkct| 
a Place like Smitbfield^ en Acaxint cf i 
weekly Market for black Cattle, ^h0f% 
Horfes, ^c. Without this, is a Sllirt 
called the fVeft^Bow^ inhabited moity 
by Wholelale Dealers, in Iron, Pinhi 
Tar, Oil, Hemp, Flax, Linfeed, Dn^ 
Woads, and fuch like heavy GoodsL 

The next remarkable Buildings, 49^ 
firft, Heriot's Work, which is a ]iM» 
ftately Building, adorned with a com' I 
crated Chapel, and pleafant Gardens : It , 
was built by the Rev. Dr. BalcangubtAi \ 
to whom George Herioty Jeweller to Kiq| 
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James VI left near 1700 1. to be diC- 
poled of in pious Ufes; which this wor- 
thy Dean did, by building and endow- 
ing this Houle, and giving Statutes to 
it, which he ordered ihould be. unalter^ 
able. It is a Nurfery for an infinite 
Number of the Sons of Freemen, who 
are maintained, cioathed, and educated 
in ufciul Learning) till they are fit ior 
Apprcnticcftiips, or to go to the Univer- 
lity, where they are allowed bandfome 
Salaries and Exhibitions. The next moft 
remarkable is the Royal Infirmary, late- 
ly crefted, but not quite finilhed or 
Biled, but by our fickarid wounded Sol- 
diers, it was pretty full of them, where 
they had very good Care taken of them: 
It is a large beautiful Buildings and has 
a great many Conveniences. The Am- 
phitheatre for Operations, is faid to be 
the grandeft aad beft defigned of any. It 
was built by the liberal Contributions of 
'many well difpofed Perfons; and there 
was fo general a good Will to the Work, 
that the like has not been known any 
where ^except that of the Temple ) I 
am told that the Proprietors of fcveral 
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Stone QHtrrks -imdc PfcfikUli df Stem to 
it, othcM ot Lime; Mercliants contri* 
buted Timbei;| Mid the Wr^bts and Ma* 
ions were not wanted in c^atit Workj 
the neigfabouariqg Farmers likewife agreed 
<o earry Materials gmtis: HisMajefiy 
iwat alio ;plegfed Co gH^e looL towards it 
The following is the Infcription on the 
jfirft Stone, 7be Rwal hfirmaly atEAir^ 
l^urgh, f^HfuM Auguft 2 1 17389 Earl 
Cromartie, G. M. Next is the Royal 
Palace, a very faaodlbaie fiaildtng« rathei 
<;onvenient thah large ; it was formerly 
both a Royal Palace and an Abbey, 
-founded by King 'DMvid L for the Ca- 
nons Regular of St. Au[iin^ who named 
it Ihtytwd^B^nfe^j or tl>?^Houfc of the 
Jioly Crofi : It Was burnt down by Ol'h 
ver Cromweliy but re-fed ificd by King 
Charles the Second, and of which his 
<srace the Duke df Butmltffn is heredi- 
**ery Keeper. It is now almoft negteded. 
The loi^ Gallery is adorned with the 
Pifturis of all the &i$ts Kings Irom ftr- 
gux I This iefved for a Lodgings Roda 
for pur Soldiers opon Sttaw^ as wtw molt 
of the other R<>om& 
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The adjoining Ftek belonging fo thi» 
Abbey ^ 19 aboQt four Miles in Circunir 
terence^ \Mt there is neither Deer nor 
Tree in i^ ^ there is a eragg^r Rock in 
itabottf half a Mile btgb^ ealled yfr^ 
t6iir')iSaL% Ibr Arthur the Briti/h King 
I was told, ufed t^ view the ad^cent 
Cbtmtry itom thence : This Palace or 
Abbey an^ the P^rk, are a Sanduary 
fitt I^ebtors. Gto£e t6 this Abbey is a 
neat Phyfick Garden^ abounding with;^ 
gicat Variety of coxioas Pknts, withb 
StoveSi under the Direction of Dbdor 
(Hharhs Alftofy the pwfcnt Botanical 
Frolirflbr : Next and laftly, is the Col- 
If ge or Uaiverfityv which ftand^near the 
^ofter^r^W'Tof^t ; it confifts of three 
Orarts, fibofe Courts are encompaflTcd 
with neat Buildings, for the Uft of lucln 
Students as pteale to lodge in them, far 
they do not live in common as in the: 
Collcfre ot Duklh^ nor are they obliged^ 
to refiJe, but only to attend their Clal- 
ftes at certain Hours. 

This City has in former Ages, beca^ 
▼ery variable and inconftant^ lomctinies. 
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it was fubjcd to the Scots and ibmctimes 
to the Englijhy who inhabited the Eaft 
Part oi Scotland^ until it became wholly 
under the Scats Dominion^ about the 
Year 960, when the Engli/b bein^ over-* 
powered, and quite opprefled by the 
DaneSy were enforced to quit all ti eir 
Interefl: here, as unable to grapple with 
two fuch potent Enemies. Eldinburgb is 
certainly a fine City, and I believe can 
boaft of the higheft Houfcs in Europe^ 
notwithftanding it has its Faults, for 
the City being very clofe built, and the 
Want of common Shores to carry ofiF, 
occafions the Town to bq very nafiy, 
and about Seven o'CIock in the Momii^ 
it ftinks intollerably, before the Excre- 
ments arc fwept away from the Doors, 
which they throw out of the Windows 
in the Night j for after Ten o'ClocIc, it 
is Fortune favours you» if a Chamber 
Pot with Excrements, &c. is not thrown 
on your Head ; if you are walking id the 
Streets, It is then diverting to Strangers, 
to hear all Paffers by cry out with a louJ 
Voice, fufficientto reach the Tops of the 
Iloufes, (which are generally fix (V 
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feven Stories higb in the Front of tlir 
Hfglh'ftreet^ hood ywe Handy i. e. hoid 
your HonJy znA nreans^do not throw tilt 
I am paft. Every Stair-cafe is called^* 
a Turnpike or Land, with the Addition- 
of fome Name to diftinguiOi it from a— 
nother ; as for Example, hold your Hand^ 
in BelP^Land^ this with Variation is-^ 
the common Cry all over the Streets^ 
St Ten o'clock at Night and after : It is- 
very, rare to fee a fingle Hbufe inhabited 
by' a (ingle Family in the High^Jireety. 
f>r generally People of the bcft Rank 
have but one Floor, which is the firfb 
^t\d fecond, the poorer Sort afcend high- 
er. They keep Clofe-ftools in their 
Bed Rxx>ms, which they call Boxes, and^ 
are emptied out of the Windows at Nighty, 
io (hitten Luck ofleti lights on the 
Perfon who walks at lateHours in the 
Streets. 

The Ladies oF Edinburgh are very 
handibme, they ufe the Uots Plaids a*- 
bciut their Heads and Shoulders, and at 
Church they almoft cover their Faces, 
by which they objure thofe Charms^ 
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which the ftriftcft Modefly might allow 
them to cxpoie ; I thought they look'd 
fo demure and hypocritical, although in 
an Undrels (I mean^ without their Plaid) 
they are very agreeable : They are aUb 
very induftrious, and take great Pride in 
havii^ moft Part of their Cloaths the 
Produd of their o\yn working : They 
arc great Admirers of white Thread 
Stockings, and need not be afhamed of 
fliewing them upon their Legs, they 
being of their own Making \ for it is not 
common to lee a Sc^ts Woman fit idle. 
Over the Tea-Tablc they arc generally 
at Work, either upon their Thread to 
make them Linnen or Plaids, or clt? 
knitting therofelves Stockings or Gloves, 
moft curious and fine, a Piece of Indui- 
try not common to Ladies in other Parts, 
but more the Pity ; their Men on the 
contrary live as idle, as appears by fo 
many of them having fpent their For- 
tunes and entered into the Rebellion* 

I fct cut from Edinburgh the lofii 
ef March^ for our Army at Aberdeen^ 
having received proper Inftrudions from 
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Lord Chief Juftice Cleri^ but the Wea- 
ther being very ftormy, ib that no Pal- 
fagc B« at could crofs to Kinghffrff^ I waa 
detained twenty-four Hours at Ijehby 
during which Time I had very good 
Quarters and kind Ufage at Mr Andrew 
Larr*Sj near the End ot the Gravel 
Walk. 

l^itb is a large Sea-port Town, a* 
Mile from Edinburgh^ built on both 
Sides the River Liiihy over which is a 
ftatcly Stone Bridge, to which Ships of 
Burthen may come, and at High Water 
Jay their Sides clofe to the Shore: Here 
is a fine Quay well warled up with Stone 
and fenced with Piles ; the Ftrth is here 
leven Miles acrofs to Kin^h&m on the 
other Side, where arc Ferry Boats for 
Men and Horfes pafling every Tide : 
Formerly this Town was ftrongly forti*- 
lied by one Dejfty^ a Frenchman^ for 
the. Security of Edinburgh;^ alter whicb^ 
great Numbers of People flocked thither, 
and in a fliort Time from a mean Village 
it grew to a large Town : In the Reign 
of our King Henry VIIL the Sufferings 
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and Calamities Both of it and its Neigh- 
bours were grievous and jncxprcffible, 
being both burnt and plundered by Sir 
"^obn DudUy^ Viicount L^fi'w^ Lord High 
Admiral ot England, who. came with a 
powcrlul Army, and fcrokc down, tlie 
Pier, burning every Stick thereof, and 
took away all the Ships that were fit to 
It-rve him, which Kind of Execution wai 
done likewile at Dunbar : .Afterwards^. 
when frauds Yi\r\^oi France^ had taken, 
to Witc MiVy Que.n-of &^rj, the Fretich' 
men in Hopes and Conceit had devoured 
all &:dtl(ind^ and began to gapjc for En^ 
landy A. D. 1560, ftrcngthened it again 
with new Fortifications, but Queen Eti^ 
Ztjketh being follidtcd by the Nbblcsj, 
who had embraced the Proteftant Rdigiv 
on to fide with thcni« by her Wildcm 
and Management fb efieded the Matter, 
that the French were enforced to return, 
into ther own Country, and all their For* 
tificationa were laid level with the Ground,, 
and Scotland hath evei[ fince been freed 
from the French j and Leith is . become a 
▼ery fine flburiihing Town^ and ^tt fbi 
Ediidmrgb.

On the I ith I croflcd the fort by from 
Leiih to KingborHy which is a ftraggling, 
dirty Townj as I did not ftay in it all 
Night, I made na further ObfervationF, 
only in general^ that the Kif^gborn Hovfc^ 
hirers and Boatmen, of which the Town 
chiefly confifts, are noted all Scotland o- 
ver for their Impudence and Impofitions : 
I rode that Evening along the Shore fire 
or fix Miles, to Khkakly^ which iz com- 
poled only of one very long Street, built 
clofc on the fieach by the Sea Side, in- 
habited moftly by Fifliermen and Coalr 
miners; they raifc great Quantities of 
Coal hereabouts ; they have likewife fc- 
veral Salt Pans herea1x)ut8 for boiling and 
making ot Salt. 

My next Stage was to Cooper in Fife^ 
the Shire Town, pleafantly fituated 4ipon 
the Banks of the River Eaden^ furround- 
ed with tall Trees, which is a great Ra^* 
riety in that Country : I bat«d at the 
Widow Cooper's^ at tho Cojper's Arms, 
who keeps good Entertainment: About 
twelve Miles further, over a good plea-* 
fant Country, I arrived at the firth of 
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T^^ (Tie re 1 hired a Bc»tto ferry ever to 
Dundee^) ^\'hich is three Miles broad; it 
being 9. ruff lide.and tiie.Wind not Ttry 
fair, that Evecnng. 1 waa obliged to fta^ 
at what they call thc: if^djt^p$rty uoHfi 
. Mornings 

Dundee is fitixated near the "tty't 
Mouth, to which from the Ferry is joio« 
cd by a Caufeway or Walk^. well pafd^ 
with flat Free- Stone, and Rows of Treci 
we planced on^ either Side of the Wall^ 
whkh makes it very agifeeable. The 
Name fee»$. to be denied from Dum^ s 
KtlV md: thc River lat. (on the Nortb 
Side whereof it is;fituaeed:) It isaTotra 
of Note, good Trade, and well built ; i* 
has two very long and large Streets, with 
a large Market-Place in the middle, hid 
to bo the largeft and faireft in Sc^tlaMd, 
except that at Mfrdcen This Town 
fiands in a i^eafant Plain, and bcGdes thc 
Advantages juft now mentioned, hath two 
Chnrches, and a Harbour for Ships of 
£urthen Thc Inhabitants arc general/y 
yi^h, and thofe that fall to Decay liave a 
large Hofpital provided for them. Thc 
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iTcat Church was formerly Collegiate, 
,nd a very la^gc Building j but part of 
t was demolifhed in the Civil War, 
vhcn this Town was ftormed by CrottB* 
veil. The Tower upon the Church, is a 
undfofne Iquure Buildings l^v'g^i antient, 
itid very high, and is a good Ornament 
:g -the Town 

From Dundee^ it is twelve Miles 
rhrough the Shire of Ahj^us and good 
Road, which is moftly by the Seii*lidc» to 
Aberhrsth^ck^ commonly called Arbr^tb. 
[t is a Royal Borough j here ilands the 
fliately Ruins of the ^reateft Abbey i A 
Scotland^ *he Walls being moftly ftand- 
*^g» i^ yet looks very grand « % Dit 
tence; it was a Place ot.old dedicated to 
Religion, by King fViUiamRufuSy in Ho- 
(loor ot St. Thomas of Canterbury j and 
endowed by him with large Revenues ; 
h^e he lies interred and has a ftately 
Monument. Here is a Mineral Water 
nrach frt quented for many Difeaies: It 
is a pietty little Town pie^fantly fituat- 
Bd, with a Harbour. The chief Md- 
Qufadure here is Thread, which paffes 
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for Dundee Thread, the moft noted In 
Scotland. 

After leaving jirbrothy and traircUing 
eight Miles of very bad Road, I came to 
Mont r of e^ where is a Ferry to crofe over 
the River Soutl^Esk^ wbeie I few the 
French Man of War that was wrcck'd, 
which brought over Lord John Drm" 
ftiond. This Town is well fituatcd for 
Trade, having a good Harbour. M^M' 
trofe makes a very fine Appearance from 
the Ferry, and lies near the Sea ; it con- 
fifts only of one very fine Street, and a- 
nqther Qiort one going off at the End of 
it : Here is a Tery pretty Kirk and a 
Town Houfc \ the Street is very broad 
and well pav'd, the People very genteel 
but very dilafft Aed. I quartered in go- 
ing North at the beft Inn, I forgot what 
Sign they kept j however they did not 
forget to ma'sc an extravagant Charge; 
I foppofe they had ufed the Rebels more 
kindly, who had been there a little be- 
fore me J but in my Return from the 
Highlands I had very agreeable Quarters 
at Montrofe j there were four Trcops of 
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!Lbrd Cviham's Dntgoons at this Time in 
Town> and when on the March with the 
Army, I being a Volunteer, was always 
put to Gentlemen's Houfes to quarter; 
fo at this Time I was billeted on a moft 
agreeable young Lady, whole Parents 
were lately dead, but fhe had a great Re- 
gard for Lharley^ and at Break^ft, there 
being no other Company, fhe with a 
pretty innocent Freedom ask'd me, }f I 

did ftet think that P C— - was the 

Rif^bt Heir t0 the Crown ; to which I 
amwered. Madam ^ you cannot think that 
I am of that Ofinion^ when you confider 
hew far 1 have gone to bear Arms againfl 
bimj and in the Station of a Volunteer ; 
pretty Mifs replied. That that was the 
only convincing Re afon that cr.uld begiven^ 
for had you bore a Commiffion continued 
ihe, 1 flboutd have doubted your Sincerity^ 
and think it ft range youjhwldbe [vmuch 
k$afs*d in your Judgment. Mad this Dif- 
courfe proceeded £rcm another Sex, I 
flicnld have been out of Humour, but 
from her fo agreeable, nothing could come 
amiis. I told her. That I had endured a 
great deal of Fatigue in the Government's

SerincCy during the Time nftbe RebeUm^ 
received tw T ay ^ nor got no "Plunder, jo 
that if I could get Jo petty a Rebel La- 
Jay as /be was^ to carry with me to Eng- 
land, I (k^uld be fulfy recommenced for all 
tny Trouble ; to which Mifs replied, Ihat 
Kientlemen on ^their Travels don't like to 
he tKOubled '-Ji^ith LadieSy and that (h« 
tl ought Jhe might rather feem to be a 
Tlague^ to torment me^ for the Sins I had 
4Committedy in rebelling againft a lawful 
tPrince j in this Manner wc fat about two 
Hours at the Tca-Tablc, at which Time 
I was as much in Love with her agree- 
iible Company:, asihe was with her mock 
l^rince. 

It is teniarfcablCj many ot the prettieft 
Xadies in Scotland are Jacobites^ and 
Members of Nonjuring Meeting-Houfcs^ 
although I could wifti that all iuch as my 
pretty Hoftcfi were married to Men well 
:afFcfted to the prefent Government, who 
hy kind indulgent Methods j might bring 
over the valuable Fair to a better Way of 
Thinking ; many of the Scots Ladies bc- 
iii^ ycry h*ndfume, fo that I am very

fure, that if their Bodies and Minds bear 
a juft Refcmblancc, by good Uiage they 
may be reclaimed ; fothat in thofc Cafes 
the Husband fhould be anfwerable fcr 
the Wife's Default. 

After leaving Montrofe about a Mile^ 
I came to the N^t/j^Eskj where there 
18 a fmall Ferry for Foof Paffengers, but 
the Horfc fords it when there is no Frefti 
in the River, which runs with a very 
ftrong Currant ; however my Horfe being: 
heavy, I got very weD over, by kecpir. 
up agalnrt the Stream ; after which 
crofsM over eight Miles of a moft wretch- 
ed bad Country, to Bervie^ the Road be- 
ing exceflivc bad, I loft a Shoe off my 
Horfe; it likewifc rain'd and blew hard,, 
by which I was pretty much fatigued : 
At the going into the End of this Town,, 
which had a miferable bad Appearance, 1 
met with a difcrcet like Man, confider- 
ing the Place, of whom I asked the 
Queftion, if there was ever an honefb: 
Smith in the Town, that would not take 
Pleafure in laming the King's Horfe;, 
(although the Horle was my own, given 
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me by his Royal Highnefs after the 
fiitge of CarltJIe^ where my own had 
iailed me \ but aa I and my Horfe were 
in the King's Service, might properly be 
called his) to which the Gentleman an- 
Iwered, that their Smiths were not ac- 
cuftomcd to {hoe fuch Horfcs, but defir'd 
me to alight, and he would order his 
Servant to take Care of my Horfe : In 
this bad Country I was defirous to knovr 
AY ho I had met with fo civil to one in the 
Government's Service, whom I after- 
wards underftood to be the Mlniftctof 
the eftabllihM Church, who were always 
2ealous Friends to the Government ; be 
took me to his Houle, and wh 1ft my 
Horfe was ihoeing, had Dinner drc&'d 
and brought to the Table in a very nctt 
!Manner, by a Man Servant j as tbe Mi- 
nifter was a Batchelor, he kept no o- 
ther but Men Servants, who brewed bis 
Ale, drefs'd his Viduals, and did the 
other Bufinels about the Houfc, with 
as much Decency as any Maid*Servant 
I had feen in the Country : At and af- 
ter Dinner we had extraordinary good 
Ale of their own brewing, and as a 
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Fence againft the Endemcncy of the* 
Weather, was advia'd to drink fonje ve* 
ry good Braody, I fuppofe of the Pro-^ 
dace of France^ and perhaps never paid 
Duty, for this and all other little Towns^ 
along the Shore^ appear to live moftly 
by Smuggling and Fifhing. 

Vvom Bervle^l got to Stonehlve that 
Evening, eight Miles further : the Ht-^ 
tie Town is built clofe undct a Hill, ♦by 
the Sea-fide, fo that there is no Houfe ,tu» 
be fcen till you come dire^ftly to the 
Town. I, put up at an Inn kept by 
one Dodor Lawfon^ Mihich is the bcft 
in the Town 5 in the Morning I met with 
Capt HayeSy whoni I was glad .to fee, 
as I was travelling alone in that wild 
Gountry; he with fome other Officers 
were on there March to^the Army, with 
about the Number of two Coni panics. of.: 
recovered Soldiers, thaf had been left fick 
at Blair Caftle, and other Places Afc 
this Town there is' a pretty little Hai-; 
bour for fmall Ships, it being moftly an 
Ihlct betwixt great Rocks. From 5f ^,v^- 
hawn it is la Miles td jiberdeen\ the

latter halt Way b the moft wretched 
bad Couhtry that I ever faw before; 
but had the Pleafurc, fuch as it was, to 
fee a great deal more of the fame Sort 
afterwards, producing nothing but Peat, 
being fo barren, that Hethcr won't grow 
and lying thick with Coble Stones, by 
which Means the Road here is pretty 
hard ; bat I at that Time having good 
Company made it more agreeable 

About a Mile before you come to the 
City, there is a ftately Stone Bridge, con- 
fifting of fcven Arches, with Watch 
Towers Cbuilt by Gawin Dunbar^ then 
Biihop at Aberdeen) a-crols the River 
Dee\ you then travel along the Bank 
of this River, and have z moft pleafant 
Prolpeft of New Aberdeen. This C ty 
is firuated near the Sea S7 Degrees aj, 
Minutes North Latitude, is the Capital 
of the Sheriffdom of Aberdeen^ the Scat 
of the Sheriff' for tryinjg Caufes, and 
much exceeds the feft^ of the Cities ia 
the North of S^otland^ ia Bignefs,, Trade 
and Beauty : The Air is very wholfomc^ 
and the Inhabitants well bred :. The Ri* 
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vcr Dee runs along the Back of the 
Town, and is pretty broad, but hath 
many Sands, which are almoft dry at 
low Tide. About Halt a Mile from the 
Town, Ships of the largefl: Burthen may 
come up, and finaller Craft come even 
with the middle of the Town: There 
are alfo great Quantities of S:ilmon catch- 
cd herci which the Proprietors Pickle, 
and Export to London : There is like* 
wile great Plenty of all Sorts of White 
Filh hcie: The Streets are well paved, 
and the Houfes built with Stoue and 
Slate, and are generally four Stories high r 
The Town confifts of three or four good 
Streets, that called the Broad-ftreet, is 
the principal, and is really a fine* Street 
of ftately Houfes .• Here is likewife a 
fine Market-Place called Caftle-ftreet, 
which is very fpacious ; in the Middle 
of which ftands an ancient and curious 
Ctois, with many Antique Figures* round 
Upper Part of it ; and below is two 
r* three little Shops, where People fell 
Thmgs on Market-Days, and a little 
higher there is a very ufeful Conduit, 
(>vith a Spout on each Side^) as. there 
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IS in every Street, where there is a con^ 
ftant Rclort of People for Water at them 
Oppofite to the Market Crofi, is the 
'It^lhooth^ which iervcs for a Prifon and 
Stadthoufe; near the fame Place is the 
Guard- Houfe j I had Occafion to be at 
all the three different Places one Day, 
with a Rebel Prlfoner that T had takrn. 
Here is three Churches, viz the Col-- 
lege- Church, an ancient Building ; like- 
wife tlie Oki and New Churches^ ad- 
joining each other, both large Buildings. 
The New Church is in very good Or- 
der; but that Part called the Old Church 
the Roof was fallen from fome Part of 
it, and out of Repair ; however it ferrcd 
for a Magazine, to keep our Straw aa/ 
unthrcfhed Com in : In the ChoKV 
yard along the Walls, ftood about 300 
Horfes ('that belonged to our Train of 
Artillery^ Picquetcd, where they ftood 
out Night and Day, notwithftanding' 
the Severity of the Weather. There i 
tw6 Epiicopal Meeting- Houfes, one of ^ 
which is very handiome, having a neat 
Oigan, and n:»any other Otnaments;

Treafon^ I don't know how it far'd, 
but there were two other Epifcopal 
Nonjuring Meeting-Houfes in Town, 
whom our Soldiers burnt, but with good 
Husbandry and Frugality, not confum«- 
ing the Pile at once, as was often the 
Cafe ; the Wood being induftrioufly re- 
ferved to heat our Baker's Ovens : What 
gave me the moft Concern was, that io 
many of the hondfbmeft of the Scots 
Ladies^ were Attendants of thofe Meet- 
ing-Houfes j but their agreeable Accom- 
pliihmcnts were a fufficient Protedion^ 
fxom the Rcfentment of well-bred Men j 
as for their pretty Gentlemen, we could 
manage well enough when we met with 
them. 

The greatefl Ornament of this City is 
its College, called the Mar/balian Aca- 
demy, being founded by George Keith 
Earl Marflhal, in the Year 1554. The 
City of Aberdeen hath been very much a- 
doraed with feveraladditionalBuildings^be- 
fides a Primary Proleffor, who iacaUcd Prin- 
cipal; It hasfourProfefforsofPhilolophy, 
one of Divinity, and one of Mathema- 

ticks,^ 
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ticks, and there is lately added a ^ro< 
for of Phyfick : It has alfo a ircry g 
Library, lounded by the City, cnlar 
by the Gifts of feveral learned Mcn^ 
well furnifhed with Mathematical Inf 
mcnts. This College, with that ol 
Old Town, make up one Univcrl 
called the Univerfity of King Charle. 
I happened to iall acquainted with 
Keeper of the Library, who gave mc 
Account of it. This City is built i 
three Hills^ but the grcateft Part is a 
the higheft, and at the Head of w 
fiands. an old Callle, moftly in Ruins, 
it likewife ierved for a Magazine to 1 
our Hay and Corn in : The other Pai 
the Town is fpread out upon the P 
from whence there is an eafy Acciili

There had formerly been a Mint h 
as appears by Silver Coins (lamped h 
with this Infcription, Urbus Aberdi 
which are ftill prclcrvcd in the Clolct 
the Curious. 
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At the Weft End of this City rs a 
ittle round Hill, at the Foot of which 
here rifes a Fountam of clear Water, 
nd in the middle another Spring bubbles 
ip, called the jiherdonian Spaw^ 'tis laid 
o come near the Spaw Water in the Bi- 
hoprick of i/^^^, both in Tafte and Qua- 
ity, particularly concerning which Dr. 
filliam Barclay wrote a Treatile. The 
!4anuiadurc here is chiefly Stockings, of 
vhich they make vaft Quantities all 
•ound the adjacent Country j and every 
Morning tl e Women bring in Loads to 
fell about the T^wn to Merchants, who 
lave them fcoured for Exportation to 
L'ondoH^ Hamburgh^ and Holland \ they 
ire generally all White from the Maker, 
rod knit tnoftly plain, fome ribbed, and 
i great many with Squares, which greatly 
j^eafe the Dutch. They make Stock- 
mgs ficre in common, from one Shilling 
per Pair to a Guinea and Half; and Ibme 
arc fo fine as to fell tor five Guineas the 
Pair. They have an Exportation of 
Pork, which they pickle and pack up in 
Biarrels and fell to the Dutch y for viftu- 
dling their Eaft^lmtia Ships and their

ings. From hence I pafled with the Ad- 
vance Guard over a fine hilly Country 
till I came to Baptff^ wher« his Royal

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JBamffis a Royal Borough, the firft Sea- 
Port Town wc came to after we kft Aber^

Wc overtook the Army be- 
fore they were got to Forrefs^ which is 
sight Miles diftant from Elgin ; here is 
good Road over a hilly Country, from 
whence we had a Profpeft of the Sea 
and the Ships in Findom Harbour, a 
f mall Sea-port, four Miles diftant from 
forrefs. This Borough of ForreCsy is 
pleafaritly fituated at the End of fcveral 
-Ridges of Mountains^ and is made up of 
one long Street, with a Kirk and Tol- 
booth, and the Ruins of an old Caftle, 
which it's faid, the Kings of Scotland 
ufed to refide in: Juft before we enter- 
ed this Town on the Right Hand, wc 
were prefented with an Obelisk a flat 
fquare Pillar of Stone, which rifes about 
113 Foot above Ground, and is laid to 
be no lefs than 12 or 14 Foot below,

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and its Breadth near fi^e ; it is all a 
cotiic Stone ; great Variety of Figui 
arc carved thereon, lome of which t 
diftinft and viiible, but the Injury eft

Nairn is a Royal Borough, and here- 
ditary Sheriffdom of the Campbells of 
LerHy and a fmall.

ed the Left Wing and compo&d the 
fourth Column : After we bad marched 
about e^ht Miles, our Advance Guard 
perceived the Rebels at fome Diftance,. 
making a Motion towards us on the

In this Difpofition, fomc Time wasfpent 
in ftriving who ihould gain the Fiank; 
at which Time a heavy Shower of R:un 
came on, which, was veryi difcouraging, 
remembering the Falkirk Affair, but at 
this Time we had the Wind which was 
fomc Comfort. 

His Royal Highnefs having fent Lord 
Bury forward, within a hundred Paces of 
the Rebels, to reconnoitre fomething that 
appeared like a Battery, and found it to 
be feme old Walls they were pofted be- 
hind, from whence they began about 
One o'clock to fire their Cannon upon 
us, (at which Time it grew fair Weather) 

which 
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which being ill ferved and as badly 
pointed^ did us little or no Damage; 
ours joined in the Concert, which made 
a Slaughter- Houfe of the Rebel's Batte- 
ry, and began their Confufion j they not 
liking that Way of Fighting, came run- 
ning forward in their wild Way on ouf 
Right, wiiere his Royal Highnefs bad 
placed himfelf to receive them, imagin- 
ing the greateit Pufti 'should be there ; 
*hey came down three fcveral Times 
withki a hundred Yards of our Men, 
fin'ftg their Piilols and brand i&ing their 
Swords, but our Men appeared to take 
n0 Notice of them, lo that after thofc 
feint Attempts, they made off, and im- 
mediately their whole firft Line came 
down upon our Left. Their Right fomo- 
what out^flanked BarreWs which was 
our Left, biit BJigh's and SempU^s Regi- 
ments, from the fecond Line, gave a Fire 
jupon thoie that had out-flanked Bar^ 
reU's^ and foon rcpulfed them r Then 
they threw away their Muskets, and en- 
gaged Barrell*^ Sword in Hand, in a 
•<:onfu6'd, tumultuous Manner, and pref- 
fed fo hard, that tbey made a fmall Breach 

in 
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in Barrens firft Line, which was fooD 
made up. They killed Lord Rohet 
Kerr^ and fcvcntcen of our Men thcr , 
the Rebels paid dear for this rafti AtW.K, 
for of about joo of them who entered 
this Breach, 1 believe there was not a 
Man ot them that clcapcd : At this Time 
General HawUy^ with four ConipaQics 
ot the brave CawpbeUs^ had broke down 
the Walls of a Park Dike, (at which 
Place we loft two Captains and five prii- 
vate Men of the Campbe^Us^) throagh 
which our Dragoons paffcd, under the 
Command of Lord jincram \ at this 
Time an Officer with a Party of Lori 
Mark Ketr'% Dragoons, was lent todif- 
lodge a Party of the Rebels, wholajr 
under the Wall firing at us, where three 
•Dragoons were killed ; we loft but one 
Man of Lord Cobham% who was Ihot 
dole by me at the rifing of the Hifi, 
where we fell upon the Right Flank of !

would have him taken Care of, being 
flighlly wounded, which he promifed, 
but on the firft Opportunity gave mc 
the Slip. 

This Days Aftion was crowned with 
a moft glorious Vidory, which I think 
would have been more compleat, had 
their Mock Prince with all his Clans en- 
gaged us: (it alfo would have faved the 
Trouble of much hanging afterwards, 
and of Confequcnce been a Lofs to the 
Hempen Manufafture,) FdTr as there 
were but two of our Foot Regiments on 
the Left of our Front Line engaged, aB 
the Reft of the Officers and Soldiers had 
Yery little Shgre in the Aftion, whode- 
N fired nothing more than a general En- 
gagement, every one of them being in 
high Spirits, and willing to exert thctn- 
ielves in their fcveral Stations, being a- 
nimated by the Prcfencc of our brave 
Cofljmander, %vho ordered all the Difpo 

iitioas 
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fitions, perhaps, as juft as the Mmd of 
Man could conceive; whilft the Re- 
bels minded very little Order or Dil- 
ciplinc, throwing down their Firelocks^ 
and engaging with their broad Swords^ 
in a wild, confas'd Manner, againft our 
Soldiers Bayonets^ who were alfo fup- 
ported by a quick and well-timed Fire 
playing upon the Rebels, fo that our 
Firelock and Bayoneat, fo far exceeded 
their Broad Sword and Target, that 
there weTe killed of the Rebels that Day 
in the Field of Battle and in the Purfuit^ 
above aooo, whilft our Loft in the 
Whole did not exceed fifty killed. Wc 
likewife took all there Artillery and Bag- 
gage, confiding of a a Pieces of Cannon 
and 8 Swivels, ipo Broad Swords, 2500? 
Muskets, 1500 Musket Cartridges, loip^ 
Cannon Shot, 500 Weight of Musket 
Shot, 27 Barrels of Gunpowder, with a^ 
Ammunition Carts, &c. We alfo took 
550 Prifoncrs, but if wc had known that 
tbey had Orders before the Battle to give- 
the Duke's Troops no (Quarter, we 
fliould not have troubled ourlelves with 
making fo many Prifoners. -The Prifo-

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ner of the grcatcft Note taken that Day, 
was the unhappy Lord Kilmarno:k, Four 
of their principal Ladies were lifcewife 
taken, viz. Lady OgilviCy Lady Gordon^ 
Lady Kinloch^ and Lady Mackinto/h;who 
was the Head of the Clan ot that Name, 
The Ladies after Tea, w^ere preparing 
to drefs for a Bali in the Evening, af- 
ter the Rebpls had gain'd the Viftory; 
but the King's Red*Coats were fo rude 
as to interrupt them, and lead them op 
a Dance they did not expcd* 

The Rebels h^ ordered the Inhabi- 
tants of Invernefsy to provide all the 
Oatmeal they could fpare, and with it 
bake Bannocks for their Suppers, againft 
their Return from the Viftory ; but 
their Difappointment was very plcafing 
to us, who came to eat it in their Stead , 
many of them having loft their Sto- 
machsy and gone to Bed Supperlefs : Af- 
ter the Purfuit was moftly over, and wc 
were on our March to Invemefs^ Majoi 
General Bland received a Letter from a 
French Ojficer to this Eflfed :

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The Day after the Battle, we were 
amuled with a Report that the Rebels 
would Stand another Battle, having looo 
Men at BadeH$ch^ who had not joined 
them at the Engagement ; but we were 
afterwards informed, that on holding a 
Council of War, it was agreed as they 
had neither Money, Arms, nor Ammu- 
nition, each of them was to Ihift for 
themfelves Brigadier Mordaunt was 
detached into the Frafer'% Country, with 
about poo Foot, where he got great 
Numbers of Cattle, and a Quantity of 
Oatmeal, that was defign'd for the Ufc 
of the Rebels : He went likewife to Lord 
Lovat'8 Houle, that Neft and Cage of 
unclean Birds, where much Treafon aod 
Rebellion had been hatched ; he only 
found the Neft, lor the Bird5 were flown: 
However he thought proper to piu*g€ it 
from all Pollutions by Fire. 

The Rebels being now difperfcd all 
over the Highlands, and skulking in fe- 
cret Corners, Detachments were fent 
from the Duke*s Army, and encamped 
at different Place^or the greater Safety 

Qf 
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of the Country, and Conveniency of 
apprehending the 'Rebels, of which they 
lent in great Numbers, fo that all the 
Goals were full of Prifoners, notwith- 
ftanding the great Number that was 
fripp'd off for iSlc-wco'/t/e His Royal 
Highncfs the Duke of Cumhrland was 
plcas'd to give his Proteftion to as many 
as returned to their Obedience, by com- 
ing in and delivering their Arms, who 
were at Liberty to go to their Place of 
Abode. 

I will next proceed to give an Ac- 
count of another memorable Defeat, 
which on the 15th, one of their Chiefs, 
the Earl of Ctonarty^ received by fomc 
'Of the loyal Clans, Vengeance being pro- 
nounced againft Lord Ray and Lis Peo- 
ple, on Account of the Hazard already 
taken Notice of The Earl oi O ornarty 
was fent with a Detachment to dcftroy 
his Country with Fire and Sword, but 
he was himfelf lurpriz'd and made Priio- 
ner at Dun-Robin Caftle, as follows ;

The Highlanders- have been recrkoned^ 
an indolent People ; although, by wfaait 
I have faid, it may appear chat they ar^' 
kigenious and induflrious ; fox die Troths 
cpwhich I appeal to aay of our Military 
Gentlemen, who haw had the Honour 
to fervc the Government in that Part of 
•the World. But as theffi arc Secrets that 
ba?venotbeen known in EnglandylStiOxxW 
^othaV'e diYolged liicm wkiioot a Patent,, 
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Horfcs They delight moft in Cloatfa 
of fever al Colours, cfpccially ftripped: 
And the Colours they are foodcft of are; 
Puiple and Blufi Their Anccftors, ^i 
many of tliem do ftill, aiadc Ufe of 
Plaids, very much variegated ; but now 
they make them rather of dark Colours, 
more like the Crops of Heath, that they 
may iK>t be discovered while they lie iE 
Heaths waiting for Game, Being rather 
wrapped up, than covered with theiie 
Plaids, they endure all tbo Rj|gours«f 
the Scafon ^ and lomctioi.es ficcp coTct'd 
all over with Snow« At home tl>cy lie

Their Cattk are exceeding fmall, but 
very fweet Meat when in good Order:

-Smell of the Cattle's Dung^ Cwhich is 
generally very thick about the Houle> 
and their Peat Fire, Iluppofe contributes 
not a little to keep them in Health, but 
not free from the Itch, which is veny 
common here although not regarded, for 
they feldom mind to cure ir any other 
Way than by their dumb Mudcfc 
f being always provided with that Inftru- 
ment; which they have a very good 
Knack of playing, and would be much 
more diverting to Str^gers, if it was not 
for Fear of being pi^efented w-itb the 
Fiddle. • The 
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their Language, yet have entirely loft 
their old Chara&er, and write ia the 
Rbtnans *. 

Iwvimefs or Innermfs^ it bot a fmall dirty poor Pltce, 
although the Capital of the Highlands, bailc doTe tloBg 
the Baoka of the River l^efi from Locbnefs. From that 
River, and from Emer^ which, in the old ^€9U% Laa* 
gaage, fignifies an Hmrb§ur^ the Town' and County de- 
rives its Name. . It lies in a great Hollow, which joias 
the Murray Firtb. At the Key, where there is a very 
commodious Hatboar for fmsll Shipping, and tfaofe of tte 
largcft Burthen, at a little Diftance, may ride in fafetji 
and lies convenient for Trade. It is a Royal Burgh, m 
a Seat of the Sheriff, and of a Presbytery, containing tbir* 
teen Pariflies. it ftands on the South Side of the iVir//, 
over which is a Bridge of hewn Stone, with feven Arches, 
in the Butment of one of which is a Goal, or Place of Cob* 
finement, with an Iron Trap Door going down into it. It 
has two tolerable good Streets, and two Churches, one for 
the Englijbf the other for Iri/h^ or what they call Ertt \ 
for, in this Town, both Languages are fpoken indifiereody 
among the Rich as well as Poor.

I gave them 
for Anfwer (being well aflur*d) that there wa» no Arms 
there but what wlong*d to mie ; and, as *twai my Quar- 
ters, wodid not fuffer it co be abosM, which they alwaya 
took as a iatisfaAory Anfwer, and went off; fo that my 
Landlord foffered no Damage. I have heard fince that 
h^ has conformed.

WILLIAM BOYD, Earl ot 
Kilmamcck and Lord Boydi^ 
takes bis Titk of Earl from a Royal 
Sorough of that Name, in the Shire of 
Cunningham. The firft remarkable Man 
of his Family, and the firft who affumed 
the Sirname of Boyde^ is iaid by Scotch 
Genealogifts to be Robert the Son of &- 
mony third Son of Allan^ Lord High 
Chancellor of Scotland in the Year 1 1 1 1, 
from whom the late Earl was lineaUy do 
icended.

the King. He was fhortly after fent on 
an Embaffy to Denmark^ on a Treaty of 
Marriage betwech the young King, hk 
Brother in-law^ and Margaret^ a Daugh- 
<tcr of that -Crown, whom he efpoufed-in 
the Name of his Royal Maftcr : But by 
the Pradices of his Enemies againft him^, 
was forced afterwards to take the Oppor- 
tunity of one of thofe Ships which coti- 
voyed the Queen, and retired to DeH'- 
marky with his Wife, the King's Sifter j 
whence going to pay a Vifit to Qharles^ 
then Duke of Burgundy ^ Anno^ 1470, he 
died at Antwerp^ and was honourably 
interred at the Expence of that Duke, 
who ere^ked a fupeib Monument to his 
Memory.

pVcation : He was more happy in acquis 
ing thofe which are call^ genteel Ac-^ 
eomplifiimenfts; fuchas Riding, Fencing, 
Dancing, and fome Mufick ^ in all which 
he excelled, and was efleemed by Men of 
Tafte, a polite Gentleman 

When 
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AVhen be came to the Eftate, it was 
pretty much incumbered, and great Part 
of the old Patrimony alienated : The 
Earl's Difpofition was by no means cut 
out iot improving »t by Parfimony ; oA 
the contrary, as his Income was infinitely 
fhort of what the Generofity, or rather 
the Profufencfs of his Difpofition would 
prompt him to Ipend, he found his Aflfalrft 
daily growing worfe, and therefore 
thought of bettering his Circumftanecs 
by an advantageous Match : To this Pur- 
pofe he fixed his Eyes upon Lady /Inn 
lAvingJioHy Daughter oi James Earl of 
Linlithgow and Callander^ a young La-^ 
dy of confiderablc Fortune, and great 
Beauty. The Earl made his Addrcflcs 
to the Lady, but her Friends, who knew 
the low Ebb of the Earl's Fortune, re- 
iuied their Confent : However, his 
Lordlhip's agreeable Perfon, and genteel 
Addrefs, railed a Friend for him in the 
Lady's Bolom, who married him without 
her Mother's Content, 

- His Lord {hip's Exceffes, added to the 
Charge of a Family, reduced the Eftato 

fo 
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fcrlow, that it was not now ibfficient to 
iupport them with any tolerable l)ecen« 
cy ; his Lordlhip was therefore obliged 
to apply to the Miniftry for a Penfion, 
which he obtain'd, and has ever finoe ea« 
joy'd it. 

It does not appear to me that the Eail 
was in the original Defign of the Rebelli- 
on, for I believe it was^ far advanced be- 
lore his Lordlhip fo much as thought of 
joining them. But his Lady happening 
to be at Edinburgh when the young Pre* 
tender entered that City', (be was charm- 
ed with the Gaiety of bis military Court, 
and the Affability with which he treated 
her and all the Ladies : The Counted it 
naturally of a very gay Diipofition, is 
fond of publick Diverfions, and is gene- 
rally the firft at all Parties of Pleafure; 
fhe found berfelf more than ulually carefs'd 
by a Perfbn who perfimated Sovereignty, 
which flatter'd her Vanity, and puffed 
up her Ambition ; fiie was foon convert- 
ed to the Jacobite Faith, and her Lord 
bad not Refolution to withffand her So- 
licitttionai cfpecially after the Battle of 

S'repn- 
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Trejt^n^pans^ which elevated the 7<^^ 
bites to lucha Degree, thatchcy efteeni- 
-cd it Madnefs and infatuation in every 
Body who did not immediately join their 
Standard: Among the reft the Eurl of 
Kilmarnock joined them, and was rectiv- 
ed by the young Chevalier with Marks 
of great Eftecm and Diftinftion; he was 
declared of the Privy Council^ made Co- 
lonel of his Guards, and promoted to the 
Degree of a General.

Th«fe Lands Mr E/fhiffgfioftcMcd^tit 
his own Name, which they ftill bear, and 
is the chief Seat, and gives the Title of

In the Reign of King James the Firft,. 
a fccond Son of the Lord Elphtngfipn^h^ 
the Intereft of his Father with that King, 
was created a Baron, by the Name awi 
Title of Lord Balmerino, John the 4th 
Lord of that Name, his Great Grandfon, 
and Father of the late unfortunate No- 
bleman, was, in the Reign of Queen Anny 
made General of the Mint, and SheriflFof 
the County of Edinburgh ^ and in 1713 
was eleded one of the (ixtsen Peers to rc- 
prefent the Peerage of Scotland in the 
Parliament of Great Britain.

Lord Kilmarnock on his Trial con« 
feis'd 1ms Crime, jdeaded guilty, and beg* 
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gcd the Intcrccfliorv of th« Jlpq^ of Ptcia. 
to his Majefty ; \Loxd , 3alfMerjina^^ctacd 
tnc Faa, and after le veral uicl^£» and im-^ 
pertinent Altercations, he begged Pardon. 
of the Peers, for giving .them iu. much. 
Trouble^ and dcfircd. them to' recom- 
mend him to Mercy, Scatencc of Death 
was paffed on tfieih, and milch Intrcaty 
made to the King for the Pardon of Lord 
Kilmarnock i but the loud Call of Pub-, 
lick Juftice making it impoflible to par-, 
dpn two rut of rthrcQ,. .^hc iDcad War- 
rant was fign'd fori executing Kilr^arnoek 
and BalmermQ^ .on ^ug.^ 1 8 ; the fir ft 
of whom was rcxriarkably penitent. He 
own'd the great Guilt of the Rebellion, 
profeffed himfelf a Tresbyterian^ and de- 
clared his Satisfaftion with the Legality 
of King George's Title to the Crown; 
and as he ? had promifed when he fiift 
begg'd for Mercy, he pray'd" for our'law- 
ful Sovereign^ with his laft Breath 

A-s Lord Babnerhto lived in the Afti 
of Treafon and Rebellion, fo he died in 
the Aggravation! p.f hia Crime, jhji ving the 
Infbicnce to' wear the. i^c Regimen-

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•tjits to the Scaffold tha't he wore at the 
•Battle of "CtiilodeUyVf \t\\OMt ever jhewihg 
'iiny Rcmofe of Cohfcience lor rebelling 
againft the King and Government, and 
endeavouring to fet up a Popifti ^z^- 
tender*^hy which he could cxpeft no 
other Confeqacnccs from the Succcfs of 
the Rebels, thati the overturning and 
changing oar^ pure and holy Religion 
for a Barcel of Monkifti Ignorance, and 
Frieftly Slavery. And as the Belief of 
a Purgotary, for the Purgation of the

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C^t'EOR^E? 'EAvVoYCiotnartie, was 
J of th<? noble Family of the Mac- 
kemajeSy the Chief W'tvhich wastthc Eart 
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ofSeaffrtb^ who was in the Rebeflion I 
1715, his Lordfliip was the Grandfon of 
the firft Earl of Cromartie *^ ^nj this un« 
happy Nobleman was himfclf the fecond 
who bore that Title, his Father having 
never lived to enjoy it How he came 
to he embarked in the Rebellion is not 
eafy to be accounted for, as his Lordfhip 
hadf always warmly profeflted the Rcvq« 
lution Principles, anl befidcs was under 
partieular ObIigaticnS| as having received 
confiderable Favours from the prcfent 
Government Bat his Lordfhip lovtd 
Company, and it feems was drawn by 
Company to do as they did ; which was 
attended with another Misfortune, the 
drawing his eldefl Son the Lord Jbbc- 
cleod into the fame Misfortune, who be« 
ing taken with his Father, as I have be- 
fore obferved, was then a Prifoner with 
him in the Tower. His melancholy Cafci

Rat cliff e^ 
by Mary TudoKy natural Daughter to 
King Charles II by Mary Davis^ def- 
cended from the ancient and noble Fami- 
ly of the Ratclip's Earls of Sufex. He 
was;a Prifoner in Newgate^ and under 
Sentence of Djicath, . when his Brother 
fuffered, and alter receiving fcveral Re- 
prieves, made his Efcapc from thencr, 
when his Life was in no Danger* He 
went immediately to brance^ from thence 
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it ttam^ wtA afterwards rcf tatied ta 7th 
tisj where he married the .Widow ef 
Loid Newkurn^ by whom he bad % Son, 
who embarked with his Father in &Tobr 
of the late BzpeditioD, and were taken 
by his Majeity's Ship the Steernefs^ al- 
ready taken Notice ot, and confined fomc 
Time a Prifoner with him in the Tower, 
from whence, on Friday the a i ft of Nth 
vembfr^ he was brought under a ftmng 
Guard to the Court of Kin^s^Bemh in 
Weflminfter^HaU^ to be ariaigncd on bia 
Sentence in the Year 1716, when he ef- 
caped out of Newgate. He pleaded that 
be was a Subject of France^ in which 
Country he had refided 30 Years, and bid 
his Commii&on; and thart he was not 
Charles Ratcl^e^ meaning that he was 
Earl oS D^wentwater j then a Jury 
was impannelled to find him the identical 
Perlbn* On Saturday the a ad, Mr. Rai* 
cliffe being brought up to the Bar of the 
Court of King's^Bencb^ was again ar- 
raigned, but refufed to hold up his Hand, 
ct acknowledge any Jurildi£^ton but to 
the King of France^ infifting on a Coin- 
miilion be bad in his Pocket from tbc 

French 
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frencb King, and appealing to his Siciti-^ 
an Majcfty's Minifter, who was prc^nt 
in Court; but on hearing his former lo- 
diftmert and Convidion, which were 
^cad to him, he faid he was not Charles 
Ratdliffe therein named, but that he was 
the Earl of Derwentwater ; and his Coun- 
cil infornled the Court that this was the 
Pl^a he relied on ; to which the Attor- 
'nejr-Gcneral replied^ with his Averment 
of his being the fame Charks RatcUfie^ 
'tnd thereupon Iflue was jained: Tbca 
the Council for the Prifoncr moved to 
put off his Trial upon his own Affidavit 
<^to vvlrich he had Sjubfcribed the Coupt 
cdc Derwcfitwater} that two of his ma- 
terial Witnefles, naming them, we^^ A- 
broad, without whofc Teftimony he could 
not fnfely go to Trial : This Affidavit 
not proving Satisfadory, becaofe the Pri- 
ibner did not therein Aver, that he was 
w>t the Perfon formerly attainted ; t Ju- 
ry was impannelled, one of whom hte 
challenged peremptorily, which the Court 
^ifaUowed \ then the rcfl of the Jury 
were fworn, and after a clear Evidence of 
the Identity of the PofoQ io behalf of

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the Crown, the Frifoner producing none 
c ^his Part, the Jury withdrew about 
ten Minutes, and then found their Ver« 
d\&^ that be was the iatne Charles RaS* 
cliff e, who was con vided of Trcafon io 
the Year 171 6. Then the Attorney- 
General moved to have Execution award- 
ed againft the Priibner on his fermer
